PROMPT ACTION DEMANDED. 


‘Washington, D. C., Nov. 19.—[Special.]— 
The State department this afternoon cabled 
to the American Peace Commissioners in 

Paris an explicit statement amounting to an. 
ultimatum, which they are directed to pre- 
pent to the Spaniards at their first meeting 
next week. 

This will declare, first, that the United 
Btates will not listen to any argument what- 
ever as to the interpretation of the protocol. 

Secondly, it will be said, without equivoca- 
tion, that the United States proposes to re- 
tain for itself every acre of ground in the 
Philippine Islands without exception. 


ippines has been settled, in order to avoid 
complicating the procéedings. In the event 
that the commissioners disagree totally at 
their next: meeting on the Philippines there 
will be no discussion of any of these subsid- 
iary questions, but in the other event— 
namely: that an agreement shall be reached 
on the principle of the Philippines dispos!i- 
tion, these matters may be expected to con- 
sume at least one or two additional sessions 
of the commission. 

One of these subjects concerns the restora- 
tion of trade relations between the United 
States and Spain. 
war Spain terminated all of her treaties 
with the United States, and if the two coun- 
tries are to get along amicably even after 
the declaration of peace there must be 
working arrangements in treaty form for 
the protection of trade interests, the equal- 
ization of tariff charges, the regulation of 
extradition, and such subjects as are usual- 
ly mentioned in treaties of commerce.

Jt is believed that the peace negotiations 
are nearing .an end, and it is considered not 
improbable that by the end of the present 
month all of the main features of a treaty 
will have been formally agreed to, or the ef-

GOOD HEALTH OF TROOPS. 


Manila, Nov. 19.—It is reported that 
Jloilo, capita! of the Island of Panay, is in 
the ap of the insurgents. The United 
States cruiser Charleston and the gunboat 
Concord have gone there. 

Three Filipino natives last night hired a 
carriage, and afterwards became engaged 


in a dispute with the driver regarding the. 


fare. Bome members of the American mil- 
itary police attempted to arrest the natives, 
but the latter resisted, and Sergeant Price 
of the Minnesota regiment was stabbed and 
killed, and three other American soldiers, 
Maher, Montgomery, and Hoyt, were 
wounded. Maher shot one native dead. The 
others were arrested. 

The Spanish cruisers Isla de Cuba and Isla 
de Luzon, which were sunk during the bat- 
tle of Manila, have been floated and docked 
at Cavite. 

The United States revenue cutter McCul- 
loch has left Manila on its way home. 

The Philippine provinces have suffered 
from the severest typhoon@n years, Malalos, 
the headquarters of Aguanildo, has. been 
damaged, and many villages have been 


destroyed. | 
The merchants of this city have decided to

Washington, LD. C., Nov. 19.—Neither the 
War nor Navy department has any infor- 
mation concerning .the fight between the 
Filipinos and American soldiers, 
ter rolls of Company E, Thirteenth Minne- 
sota, shows the names of Sergeant Jay C.

REPORTS ON THE PHILIPPINES. 


Captains Coghlan and Wildes Tell of 
‘i Their Experiences in a Cruise 
of the Islands. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 19.—The Navy 
department has made public two interesting 
reports, one from Captain Coghlan of the 
Raieigh and the other from Captain. Wildes 

f the Boston, both attached to Dewey's 
bquadron. These reports throw & good deal 
of light on the conditions in the Philippines. 

The two officers were dispatched by Ad- 
miral Dewey to make an inspection of the 
islands, and the result is set out in their 
reports, Captain Coghian of the Raleigh 
says that he started on Sept. 19 to the north- 
west coast of Luzon for the protection of 
American commerce. Some points of his re- 
port follow: 

“I stopped at Corregidor Islands (at the 
entrance to Manila Bay) and delivered your 
orders not to fly the insurgents’ flag. This 
was cheerfully agreed to. £th@n praceeded 
to San Fernando de la Union, north of Lin- 
gyan Gulf. I found the insurgent flag fiy- 
ing, and a chief with five.cémpanies of in- 
surgents guarding the place. They sald they 
had about 150 Spanish prisoners. The-chief 
ani others were invited off, but the chief 
made an excuse and would not come. Six 
other officers, including the Captain of the 
port, came off, first stipulating that Liguten- 
ant Rodman should remain ashore while 
they were on board. They were treated with 
every courtesy. 

“At Aparri we were received graciously 
by the insurgent chief in charge. At Suol, 
near the head of Lingyan Gulf, we found an 
insurgent Lieutenant and about thirty men 
in charge. Many people came off that even- 
ing in the night. When I visited the shore 
at 8 a.m. the next day we were refused a 
landing on the plea that they had no orders 
to that effect. After parleying for more 
than an hour, a reinforcement. of one officer 
and forty men having come in, we \ ere 
permitted to land and go into the cuartel, 
where all the officers were polite, but would. 
not allow us to go about the place on the 
plea that they had telegraphed to the capi- 
talcityand were awaiting an answer—which 
answer never came. None of the officers 
Would come off to the ship, seeming sus- 
picious of us. 

“ At all places south of Lingyan Gulf we 
found both officers and natives most cordial 
and friendly—anxious, as they said, that 
the United States should maintain a pro- 
tectorate over the Island of Luzon and that 
trade relations should be reéstablished. 
There are no Spaniards from Cape Engano 
to Manila. 3

| GENERAL D. C. BUELL, 


VETERAN OF TWO WARS, 
DIES AT LOUISVILLE. 


His Heroic Conduct at the Battle of 
Shiloh Is Said to Have Saved the Day 
for Grant and the Union Army—Was 
a West-Pointer. 


Louisville, Ky., Nov. 19.—General Don 
Carlos Buell, whose fame on the battlefields 
of both the Mexican and civil wars has 
given luster to American soldiery, died at his 
home, four miles from Rockport, Ky., today. 
The end had been expected, for the General 
had been low during the last few months. 

General Buell was born at Marietta, O., 
March 23, 1818. He graduated at West Point 
in 1841. In the Mexican -war he was pro-. 
moted for gallantry to Brevet Major, and. 
when the civil war began he was made a’ 
Major General. 

At Shiloh he saved the day for Grant. He 
resigned his commission in the army in 
June, 1864, and had lived in retirement ever 
since,

Had No Authority. 

It was alleged in the indictment that 
Southall was not chief clerk at the time he 
issued the checks, nor had he any authority 
to issue or negotiate pay checks of men in 
the government employ. 

When one lot of time checks became due 
Southall’s scheme was to make out and sell 
another lot to cover the originals and the 
discount. The total amount of the paper 
floated is said to have been about $70vu,000. 

Lieutenant Charles Keller of Rock Island 
was here as a witness for the State.

TURNER LECTURES ON THE WAR 


‘Colonel of First Reiment Speaks 


at the Rogers Park Congrega- 
tional Church. 


Colonel Henry L. Turner delivered an ad- 
dress on the Spanish-American war at the 
Congregational Church in Rogers Park last 
evening.

SEES FINISH OF SWISS WATCH. 


United States Consul Germain of Zurich 
Says This Country’s Manufactures 
Are Gaining Ground Abroad. , 


“If the present rate of progress contin- 
ues, in ten. years the United States will be 
selling in Switzerland all the manufactured 
goods which that country is now sending to 
this country."" . This statement was made 
yesterday by Eugene Germain, United States 
Consul for several years at Zurich, Switzer- 
land, and now on a visit to this country. 
He was registered at the Leland, and was 
on his way to his former home in Los An- 
geles, Cal. 

“American goods are making rapid head- 
Way in Switzerland,’’ he continued, “ espe- 
cially machinery, tools, hardware, and sim- 
ilar lines, and are rapidly supplanting Swiss 
and other European manufactures. Swiss 
watches are suffering severely from the 
competition of American watches in all 
parts of the world. Japan furnishes the 
latest illustration. Until a few years ago 
Swiss manufacturers had a practical monop- 
oly in Japan, but they have been nearly 
driven out by the competition of the Amer- 
ican watch.’’ 


REFUSE UNITED STATES COINS. 


Customs Officials in Porto Rico Demand 
Payment of Dues in Pesos—Hoard- 
ed by Speculators. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 19.—The financial 
situation in Porto Rico is giving the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury much concern and it 
is quite probable that in the early part of 
the coming week important modifications of 
existing orders in relation thereto may be 
made. 

It is understood that the custom officials 
at San Juan are receiving only pesos in pay- 
ment of dues, and refuse to accept United 
States money. 

The effect of this is said to be a material 
advance in the value of the peso and the 
brokers are beginning to hoard them in ex- 
pectation of a still further rise.

AIMS AT CONSOLIDATION. 
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J. McD. Trimble Conducting 
Negotiations with J. J. Mit- 
chell of Chicago. 


President A. E. Stillwell of the Kansas 
City, Pittsburg and Gulf road is the head of 
the syndicate which holds au option on the 
Chicago and Alton railroad, and a consolida- 
tion of the Alton and the Kansas City, Fort 
Scott and Gulf road is contemplated. It is 
also intimated that the Baltimore and Ohio 
will figure in the deal. 

J. McD. Trimble, General Solicitor and a 
director of the Pittsburg and -Gulf road, is 
conducting the negotiations in this city for 
purchase of the Alton road, with President 
J.' J. Mitchell of the Illinois Trust and Sav- 
ings Bank, with which the Alton securities 
have been deposited. President Stillwell is 
in New York perfecting arrangements with 
the capitalists who are to furnish the funds 
necessary for the purchase. All the money 
necessary to complete the deal, it is said, has 
been subscribed, and it is expected the deal 
will be perfected in a day or two. 

Mr. Trimble, who is at the Great Northern 
Hotel, frankly admitted he was here on 
business connected with the Alton deal. He 
said the negotiations for the purchase of the 
road were being carried between him and 


and the other prominent holders of Alton 
stock. President Stillwell, he said, was the 
principal person interested in the deal, and 
he had plenty of Eastern capital back of him. 
Only a few minor details have to be arranged 
to complete the deal. 


Backers’ Names Are Withheld. 

Mr. Trimble said he could not say at this 
time who are the men composing the syn- 
dicate of which Mr. Stillwell is the acknowl- 
edged head. They are influential Eastern 
capitalists, he said, some of them being now 
interested in the Kansas City, Pittsburg and 
Gulf system. He denied the report that 
Picrpont Morgan was the power behind Mr. 
Stillwell in this deal. He would not state 
what price the Alton holders asked for their 
securities. Well-posted men, who are close 
friends of both Mr. Trimble and President 
Stillwell, say the price asked for the stock 
is $180 a share and that $175 has been offered. 
There is little danger of the deal falling 
through, as the syndicate does not intend to 
relinquish its option. President Stillwell 
and those associated with him expect tv 
make a good thing out of the deal. 

The capital stock of the Alton amounts to 
$35,010,250, of which $22,230,600 is in stocks, 
$38,928,850 in bonds, and $3,850,800 In secur- 
ities of auxiliary Mnes. The property, it fs 
said, could not be duplicated today for 
double that amount. The charges on bunds 
are 6 and 7 per cent, but most of them ex- 
pire in 1008, when they can be refunded at 
from 3 to4percent. Up totwo years ago the 
Alton had steadily paid an 8 per cent divi- 
dend. Since then it has paid 7 per cent owing 
to the financial and business depression. 
With the mMterest charges reduced one-haif 
and business in good condition, the road 
could easily be made to pay a 5 per cent 
dividend on double the amount of stock it 
now holds.

The construction of only about fifty miles 
of road from Roodhouse to Quincy, IIl., is 
necessary for the Alton to connect with the 
Omaha and Kansas City branches of the 
Gulf. The Gulf has' also acquired a con- 
trolling interest in the M. K. Jessup line 
from Quincy to Keokuk, and is about to 
begin construction of a line to Des Moines.

RAIDS ON POLICY SHOPS. 


CRUSADERS CAUSE ARREST OF SIXTY- 
FIVE ALLEGED GAMBLERS, 


Men and Paraphernalia Hauled Away | 


in Moving Vans from 388 Dearborn 
Street and 85 Plymouth Place— 
Members of Law Enforeement 
League of the Y. P. C. T. U., Headed 
by Constables, Surprise Crowds in 
Both Places—Lights Turned Out. 


Fifty crusaders of the law enforcement 
league of the Y. P. C. T. U., with five con- 
stables, forty-seven State warrants, and 
two search warrants, raided two alleged 
gambling places yesterday afternoon and 


secured the arrest of sixty-five men. The 
places raided were 85 Piymouth place, E. J. 
King, poprietor, and 388 Dearborn street, 


Fred Kammerer, proprietor. 

The raids were made iate in thejafternoon 
and the places were crowded with patrons. 
The crusaders met first in the Y! M. C. A. 
Building. The attack was —y in two 
divisions. One party, headed by Constables 
Bretz and Gubbins, moved on & Plymouth 
place. Constables Nelson, Kelly, Menard, 


and Maguire led the second division to 388 


Dearborn street. Both places raided were 
so-called policy shops, the game conducted 
in them being a species of lottery. The 


operators were in the act of clearing up 


their books when the crusaders entered. 

At 8 Plymouth place the electric lights 
were at once turned out and the hundred 
or more men within made a rush to escape. 
The crusaders had no sooner succeeded in 
getting the lights turned on again than the 
wires were cut and they had to send for 
lanterns, while guards stood at the doors 
2nd windows. Two moving vans at last 
were filled with the occupants of the rooms 
who had not been able to elude the guards. 
These were taken to Justice Charles H. 
Hoaglund’s court. Two other moving vans, 
laden with men and gambling parapherna- 
lia from 388 Dearborn street, were unloaded 
at Justice George H. Woods’ court and the 
hall before the courtrooms was filled with 
the results of the raid. ‘ 

The crusaders threw a line of guards 
around the crowd of men under arrest, but 
many escaped and took with them some of 
the most valuable evidénce which the raid- 
ers had secured. Sixty-five men were 
brought before the Justices and released 
on bonds. There were so many alleged 
Smiths and Johnsons among them that the 
clerks were compelled tonumberthem. The 
names given were as follows:

BEES BOY DIES 


AFTER WHIPPING. 


Neighbors of the Rockefeller 
Farmer Inclined to Blame 
School Teacher. 


HE RESENTS THE GOSSIP. 


Declares He Was Not Unduly 
Severe in Chastising the 
Little Fellow. 


LAST ILLNESS BRAIN FEVER. 


Arthur Bees, 13-year-old son of Jacob 
Bees, a farmer near Rockefeller, Ill., died 
‘on Nov. 10 and the people of the neighbor- 


hood are discussing two stories as to the. 


cause of his taking off. One is that the boy 
died of simple brain fever; the other thata 
whipping he received from Fred Bunjes, his 
school teacher, may have aggtavated latent 
symptoms into the fatal malady. The teach- 
er denies that the whipping was severe 
enough to do serious damage, and no com- 
plaint making such an allegation has been 
made to the Coroner at Waukegan. 

Farmer Bees, it is understood, will appeal 
to the Lutheran Church authorities of Chi- 
cago to look into the case, as the school at 
Fairfield, where the whipping occurred, Is 
conducted by the Lutherans. The matter 
would come naturally under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Rev. Henry H. Succop, pastor of 
St. John’s Church, Superior and Bickerdike 
streets, but up to a late hour last night .no 
complaint had been made to him. 

Teacher Bunjes admits the infliction ofa 
chastisement and exhibits a thin and plia- 
ble rod as the instrument whieh he claims 
he was compelled to use for the enforce- 
ment of discipline, the lad having neglected 
to properly learn a song. 

Refuses to Cry When Whipped. 

Arthur Bees was whipped Nov. 2. The 
boys and girls who witnessed the punish-. 
ment say that their schooimate was given 
extra severity because he displayed courage 
and persistently refused to cry and do little 
more than wince. The boy hastily ran 
home after schoo! hours, but did not inform 
his parents of the whipping he had received. 

The next day he went to school as usual, 
but he complained of pains in his head and 
asked to be allowed to go home. The teacher 
thought the complaint trivial and denied the 
request. The boy remained till school was 
out. On the way home he ran through a 
hedge and scratched his face. He made 
these wounds the excuse for his confessed 
illness and told his parents he thought he 
had the measles. 

' Bruises on the Body. 

His condition steadily grew worse, and 
after a few days-;his parents called in Drs. 
Moffatt of Palatine and Dawson of Wau- 
conda, who diagnosed the malady as brain 
fever. Thursday noon, Nov. 10, the lad died, 
and it was not. until the body was being 
prepared for burial that wounds were found 
on his back. There were several black and 
blue welts, and near the base of the spinal 
column two abrasions were found. From 
appearances they cquid have been caused by 
a sharp blow on the skin over the backbone. 
These were shown to the father. 

On the day before the funeral Farmer 
Bees visited Teacher Bunjes at his home and 
accused him of too geverely chastising the 


gon. The teacher denied he was unusually 


severe and exhibited a small switch which 
he said he used. Bees told him the rod was 
heavier and that he had been informed it 
had been taken from a neighboring hedge. 


Denial by Teacher Bunjes. 

“T beat him with this stick,’ said the 
teacher, exhibiting a switch about a quar- 
ter of an inch in thickness. ‘‘I saved it 
after the trouble started so I could show it 
to my accusers. The boy may have died 
from a beating, but I am confident he did 
not die from the effect of the whipping I 
gave him. He stood in front of me, and of 
course below me. I struck him over the 
shoulders and back from above. 
whip the children oceasionally, but I never 
whip them too severely.’’ 

would not have seemed so hard,” said 
Mr. Bees, “if we had only Known that the 
boy was suffering from those wounds. We 
did not know he had been whipped, and told 
the doctors that he had not when they asked 


us. He might have been saved if relief had 
been given the pain coming from the 
bruises.’’

VERDICT OF JURY ON DEATH oF 
GEORGE HARRISON. 


Police of Alton Are Watching Two Men 
on Suspicion of Their Knowing 
How the Murder Was Committea— 
Bloodhounds pil t® Find a Clew— 
Man Who Killed Nim Evidently 
Stopped to Tatk—Search Is Being

Alton, Il., Nov..19.—[Special.J—The Cor- 
Oner’s jury in the case of the murder of 
George 8. Harrison rendered a verdict today 
of assassination by unknown parties. 

Two suspects are being watched in Upper 
Alton, and should the arrest of either one 
of them follow there will be a decided gen- 
sation, as it is intimated that they are prom- 
inent business-men. Harrison killed 
while driving from Bethel to his home in his 
buggy last night. 

The police do not doubt that the man 
was murdered, and they believe by some one 
with whom he was well acquainted. 

Harrison had a habit of winding the reins 
around the buggy whip when he stopped to 
talk to any oneontheroad. When his horse 
walked into the barnyard, carrying the dead 
body of the murdered man, it was noticed 
that the reins were wound around the whip. 

His assassin evidently engaged him in con- 
versation, and words were passed that led 
to the shooting. The bloodhounds could 
not find or would not follow the trail of the 
murderers, and the search by that means 
has been abandoned. 


LEANDER J. M’CORMICK 
TO CELEBRATE FIFTY 
YEARS OF LIFE HERE. 


With His Wife and Son, R. Hall Mc- 
Cormick, He Has Lived in Chicago 
Half a Century—Will Dine Together 
Today. 


Three people who have lived fifty years 
in Chicago wili meet today to commemorate 
the event. Fifty years ago Leander J. Mc- 
Cormick, his wife, and his son, R. Hall Mc-

AND HIS MOTOR, 


Professor Elias Colbert Dis- 
cusses Inventor’s Claims 
at Length. 


BEGUN IN GOOD FAITH, 


Says the Theory Is in Conflict 
with All Known Laws 
of. Physics. | 


STRANGE HOLD ON RICH MEN. 


Professor Elias Colbert, formerly of the 
University of Chicago, who has followed the 
career of the late John W. Keely of motor 
fame since he first came into prominence, 
expressed himself last night as satisfied 
that in the death of Keely the world lost no 
contributor to science, but a man who, de- 
luded at first, for the last four years at least 
had been hopeless of success. 

‘Mr. Keely, as I judged him—and this is 
not from a personal acquaintance,” he sald, 

was a plausible arguer, who, it is charit- 
able to believe, worked several years under 
a delusion, but who had long since discov- 
ered that he had been laboring under'a huge 
mistake, and had not had the courage to face 
the consequences that would have followed 
his avowal of the fact. He was one of those 
magnetic or plausible men who talk with con- 
fidence of the mysterious and who are able 
to influence people who in other respects 
are the least credulous. When he once had 
men financially interested it was compara- 
tively easy to hold them through the force 
of the argument that a little more invested 
might save the whole from a total loss. 

I. have understood the claims made 
by Keely,’ continued Professor Colbert, 
“there were two fundamental mistakes. 
In the first place he mistook static energy 
for potential energy. A Chicago man delud- 
ed ina way somewhat similar once advanced 
the theory that the weight of a heavy stone 
upon the floor simply by its stationary 


changed into motion. Keely’s. experiment 
showing that a few drops of water contained 
sufficient enengy to exert a pressure of 27,- 
000 pounds to the square inch was perhaps 
philosophical. A cannon ball filled with 
water will burst if the water is frozen. It 
may be reasoned that the force exerted to 
lower the temperature of the water is equal 
to that which is applied by its expansion. 
Keely supposed that the force which a few 
drops of water exerted could be changed to 
continuous motion. 
‘* His second fallacy likewise possessed a 
semblance of truth.. Sympathetic vibra- 
do so much, is possible. The theory that 
more intense derived vibration can be caused

‘“‘T said in 1891 that the experiments of 
Keely were wonderful if true and strangely 
parallel to the most advanced lines of mod- 
ern thought in a scientific direction, if not 
coincident with them. If he did what he 
claimed to have done he earned a title higher 
than that worn by any man oftheage. If he 
deceived those to whom he exhibited the 
mechanism he was one of the biggest char- 
latans that ever drew breath.”’

loss. There was no topic more universally 
discussed in this city tuday than the death | 
of this crratic scientist, and the wonderful 
secret which many believe perished with 
him. Tnough many of his intimate fr:ends 
knew that he had been ill for several days, 
few of them had any idea that the ola in- 


was so near his end. 

When the news reached the members of 
the company which was interested in his in- 
ventions it caused general consternation. 
Had the precious secret which the oldman 
had always guarded with such jealous gare 
died with him? Had the hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars which have been given to 
him to aid him in the deyelopment of 1s 
myctcrious motor been expended in vaiti? 
Was thcre any one who could essay the task 
of finishing the work Keely had begugn? 
These were questions more easily asked 
than answered. 

Charles B. Collier, who until the day of 
Mr. Keely’s death had been his legal ad- 
viser for many years, said today that he 
was not prepared to say anything regard- 


Keely’s experiments. He stated, however, 
that before Mr. Keely. was 
taken ill arrangements had been completed 
for taking out patents on the motor. All 
the necessary information is available, and 
he said the patents will probably be applied 
for in the course of the next few months. 
There is one man.in Philadelphia, how- 
ever, whose views respecting Keely and his 
inventions possess especial interest because 


he discovered what he was pleased to call 
a “new force.””. This man is Bennett C. 
Wilson, 1620 Columbia avenue, who was 
not only Keely’s employer at the time that. 
the famous discovery was announced, but 
was also his first financial backer, a dis- 
tinction that cost him $30,000 to attain, 
When Mr. Wilson was asked tonight 
whether he believed that Keely’s discov- 
ery was all that the inventor claimed it to 
be, he said: - 
‘“‘In one respect it is all that Keely be- 
lieved it to be. He did really discover a new 
and wonderful natural force. But that is 
all. He was absolutely incapable of. devel- 
oping it in a manner that would give it prac- 
tical utility. In his hands it was nothing 
more than a mere plaything, an object for 
show purposes. 
“Convinced that he could not properly 
develop it himself, he would not share his 
secret with others so'long as he was able 
to make it yield him a livelihood. 
‘Several years ago I witnessed one of his 
exhibitions of the motor at his laboratory. 
The machine he showéd was similar to the 
one he had in 1873. He had made no ad- 
vance on his early development of the orig- 
inal idea. His pretended theory that music- 
al vibration is a factor in the development of: 
the mysterious force is utterly absurd, and 
most of the appliances which had a place 
in his laboratory were only designed for the 
purpose of mystifying persons who, like 
myself, placed their fortunes at his dis-

Springfield, Ill., Nov. 19.—[Special.]—Gov- 
ernor Tanner ,was asked tonight what ac- 
tion he intended to take upon the petition 
in regard to the removal of.the militia from 
Pana, and in discussing the situation there 
said: 


/EAGERT0 HEAR 


“I do not propose to remove the troops at 


Pana phtil order and peace are restored. 
Since hearing of the shooting.of a peace of- 


ficer last ‘night I have determined that it is [ 


not safe to call the militia away at pres- 
ent, The shooting of Watts was a coward- 
ly piece of work, and. lawlessness of this 
character must not bé tolerated. I do not 
propose that a vendetta shall be organized 
in the State of Illinois. } 

“This evening I received a report from 
Major Butler, who is in command at Pana, 
and 1 gave him orders to follow up and ar- 
rest all disturbers of the peace and deliver 
them to the civil officers for prosecution. 
This work he must do, however, under 
the direction of the Sheriff. 

“I can find no warrant.in the constitu- 
tion or laws of Illinois authorizing the 
Governor to declare martial law, for this 
would be a*suspension of the power of the 
civil officers—Sheriff, constables, and courts 


—and would be denying the right of habeas 


corpus. While the Governor cannot do this, 
he can, under the direction or the sanction 
of the Sheriff, pursue and -arfést- ail dis- 
turbers of the peace and deliver them up to 
the civil authorities. This I have directed 
Major Butler to do. ° 


More Troops if Needed. 

- “In talking with Major Butler this even- 
ing, I asked him if he had sufficient force to 
carry out my orders, and directed him to 
make requisition for further troops if he 
found they were necessary. Ilinformed him 
that if he thought the circumstances de- 
manded it I would furnish a troop of cavalry, 
mounted and equipped. Major Butler's repiy 
was that he believed he could carry out my 
directions with the present force, and said 
that he felt he was master of the situation. 

**My information is that the situation at 
Pana is bad, for the reason that both sides 
show a disposition to fight. Major Butler 
mentioned to me the fact that the soldiers 
were being constantly insulted, and I told 
him this was not to be permitted. Those 
boys represent the State of Illinois, and their 
uniforms must be respected. They have 
been given directions to use their bayonets 
on any one who assaults them or throws 
missiles at them. They are at Pana because 
it is their duty to be there, and I don’t pro- 
pose that they shail be maimed or injured 
in any way.” 

More Shooting in Town, 

Pana, Ill., Nov. 19.—[{Special. ]—At 8 o'clock 
tonight shooting began in the eastern part 
of town, in the neighborhood of MeCar- 
thy’s stere and T.-J. Downey’s — house. 
Downey is the new Sheriff. There were 
about 100 shots fired in twat section. 

The shooting began in the Flatham dis- 
trict, in the northwest part of the city. Cap- 
tain E. C. Butler, with his company, and 
Sergeant Batty, with the gatling section. 
Started toward the Flatham district. 
they were about 500 yards from the Pana 
company’s shaft a volley of twenty-five 
shots was fired from the tower of the mine. 
Then the soldiers advanced to the corner

Great Interest Felt in Forth- 
coming Pontifical Mes-. 
. to America. 


General Belief That Liberal Ten- 
dencies Will Receive Ap-. 
probation. 


TWO MOTIVES ADVANCED. 


In consequence of the’ cable reports from 
Rome announcing the forthcoming of a pon- 
tifleal document expressing fuil approba- 
tion of the liberal tendencies of the Catholic 
Church in the United States, theattention ef 
Chicago Catholics, in common with Amer- 
icah Catholics as a body, is riveted upon the 
Vatiean. 

There is general concession that the un- 
usual proceeding of pontifical eommenda- 


of the’ Roman Catholic Church augurs an 
encyclical of the highest importance and. 
significance. 

Two motives are advanced by Chicago 
Catholics in explanation of the course of 
action credited to the head of the church. 
One interpretation is that Pope Leo XIII.

askance across the Atlantic at the radical 
actions which had birth in Baltimore. |. 

Not even second to Cardinal Gibbons the 
name of Archbishop Ireland of St. Paul has 
stood a& the Symbol of progression in liberal 
thought, and against him have been directed 
more attacks than have been aimed at Car- 
dinal Gibbons. Many times rumors were 
current that he had beén threatened with 
papal reprimand ‘or sterher punishment. 
Reccatly, however,,it has: become, well un- 
derstood that the Vatican, at least its head, 
was phicing’ the deepest reHance upon his 
judgment concerning the Catholic Church 
in America and the nation itself. It was to 
him that the Pope turned tast spring when 
Rome thought that well directed influence 
might soften President McKinley's war-set 
heart.

CHICAGO WOMAN’S DAMAGE SUIT 


Grounds for Breach of Promise 
Against Brewer Lutz. 


Pittsburg. Pa.. Nov. 19.—[Special.]—At- 
terney Joseph M, acting for 
Ruth De Haan, formerly_of Cleve'and, but 
now a resident of Chicago, today filed a 
precipe in a suit for breach of promise 
aguinst Anton Lutz, President of the D. 
Lutz Brewing company of Allegheny. The 
precipe was merely a legal notice that the 
suit would be entered later. 
Attorney Friedman has prepared a long 
bill of particulars which he says will be 
put on record in the ‘United States Circuit 
Court in a few days.

About this time she.removed to 
Chieago ro-Treside, but kept up a volumingus 
correspondence with the defendant, who 
again promised, it is claimed, to make her 
his wife on April 20, 1807.

Many Soldiers and Sailors Make Use 
of League Barracks. | 


One hundred and one men, soldiers and 


‘jl ] sailors of the recent war with/Spain, slept 


in the barracks of the Chicago Army and 
Navy league at Canal and West Madison 
streets last night. Yesterday morning there 
sat down to breakfast at the barpacks 103 
men, at dinner 117 men and - Pper 122 
hungry bluecoats. 

* These men all enlisted Chicago and

fantrv and the Ist Illinois cavalry, although 
tMcre are a few naval reserves.

unable to secure employment and have be- 
come stranded. Most of them had good cee 
tions when they enlisted, but their pla 
were taken by others when they went to 
the war, and it is impossible for them now to 
find work necessary to support themsel 

It was just for such an emergency as this 


in the institution. All. are eager to secure 
employment, and not once hae an offer been 
refused. At the present time eighty-five mea 
work each evening- at McVicker’s theater, 
where a war drama is being produced, -but 
they do not receive enough pay to support 
themselves and require assistance from the 
league, 
- “It costs 16 cents a day to feed the men,” 
said Mr. Holmes, “The average total ex- 
ge of*the barracks a week is about $175. 
never saw a better-behaved set ‘of men. 
| They are entirely destitute, but are cheerful 
and give no trouble whatever. Such a thing 
as drunkenness is not known ip the barracks. 
Most of the boys are out during the day hunt- 
work, but they all show up in proper. time 
each night. |

I will say that a few days ago I took a ligt of 
the men and thelr occupations. I found-

A 
ess superficial view is that England has be- 
to realize that sea power with ships, 
commerce, and colonies, and a navy behind 
them serves to keep peace and to illumine the 
urse of national destiny. This new con- 
ousness of power will not menace the 
of the world so long as it is held under 
restraint by the Anglo-Saxon sense of re- 
‘sponsibility. 

A fine illustration of the sobering effect of 
‘this perception of power and its moral obli- 
ation has been offered by Mr. Chamberlain, 
whose speeches Manchester have been dils- 
cussed on the continent quite as seriously as 
Lord Salisbury’s recent addresses. They 
were perfect examples of dip!omatic phras- 


Estimate of Chamberlain’s Talk. 

The German estimate of these speeches is 
more correct than the French. They were 
plain-spoken but not aggressive; they re- 
vealed with admirable lucidity and modera- 
tion the real temper of the English people 
respecting the Nile Valjey and the, harass- 
ing tactics to which the nation had been 
exposed in many parts of the world in its 
recent career of oversea expansion. They 
also contained a comprehensive study of 
what he grimly described as the progress of 
geography, by which blank spaces on the 
map have been converted into potential mar- 
kets, exciting jealous rivalries among mari- 
time nations, and the frank confession that 
the best guarantee of an open door principle 
in China was the basis of the common inter- 
ests of England, Japan, Germany, and the 
Urited States.

Carlton Club’s Misfortune. _ 

The Hooley matineés in the law courts 
have closed, greatly to the relief of stock 
promoters in general and the Carlton club 
in particular. The bottom has-dropped out 
of the entire business of promoting new in- 
dustrial. companies.as a result of the pub- 
licity given to Hooley’s methods. Even a 


- legitimate enterprise, with solid business be- 


hind .it, cannot be taken into the markets at 
present. It is also most difficult to recruit 
boards of directors, since reputable men 
are reluctant to have their names used even 
in connection with gilt-edged undertakings. 

The Carlton club has been thrown into 
violent spasms of virtue by the revelation 
of practical politics under its roof. Sir 
William Marriott, who passed Hooley's 
check for £50,000 to the chief conservative 
manager, is now the least popular member 
of the club. The baronetcy was not bought, 
for the check was returned, but the traffic 


which went on for it brings reproach upon 


all concerned. A movement is now on foot 
inside the club to return 0,000 
Hooley subscribed to the political fund. 
Hooley’s own election to the club last year 
as one of ten candidates selected by a com- 
mittee is now clouded by his charge that 
Marriott received £1,000 for his services in 
the matter. This scandal would be more 
serious than it is if Mr. Labouchere had t 
come promtly to the relief of the Conserva- 
tive party by making a countercharge in 
regard to the recent Liberal peerages which 
were auctioned off among rich men, and as- 
serting that the Liberals have no right to 
find fault with their opponents for selling 
titles when they themselves do a lively 
trade in that line. 


Fragonard Decorations. 

A remarkable collection of fourteen 
Fragonards from Grasse is on private view 
in Agnew's galleries. These splendid works 
of decorative art, which have been hidden 
in a French village for morethana century, 
are owned by the Agnew firm, and will be 
sold after they have been exhibited several 
weeks for the benefit of acharity fund. All 
critics agree that there has been no finer 
exhibit of French decorative art in London 
that! these paintings ordered by Mme. du 
Barry, but never delivered. The hépe is ex- 
pressed by many that the series will never be 
allowed to leave England. There is not a 
Single Fragonard in the National Gallery, 
nor is there one in the Wallace collection in 
Manchester square. 


INJURED BY HOOLEY EXPOSURE. 


Conservatives Feel the Effects of the 
Promoter’s Revelations and Will 
Return His Money. 

London, Nov. 19.—Ernest Terah Hoolcy's 
Carleton club exgosure has created much 
excitement and heartburning in Conserva- 
tive circles and a number of influential Con- 
servatives have resolved to make an effort 
to retrieve the scandal by returning Mr. 
Hooley’s £10,000 contributed to party funds 
for the benefit of the bankrupt’s creditors. 

Mf. Hooley’s statements are already dcing 
considerable harm to the Conservative pros- 
pects in the country and A. J. Balfour, the 
Conservative leader in the House of Com- 
mons and First Lord of the Treasury, is said 
to have urged that the money be restored to 
the donor. 

Mr. Hooley was quite sanguine that h 
would get a baronetcy at the time of th 
jubilee, and, in fact, he issued invitatio1 
cards to seats which he rentéd on the to) 
of Ludgate Hill overlooking the ceremons 
at St. Paul's Cathedral in the namesof “ Si 
Ernest and Lady Hooley.”’ It is understoos 
that the Qué¢en or the Marquis of Salisbur, 
vetoed his baronetcy, which the Conserva 
tive wirepullers did their best to secure. 


QUEENS FORM AN ALLIANCE. 


Belgium’s Sovereign Moves to Secure 
Patronage for the Lacemakers 
of Europe. 


London, Nov. 19.—The Queen of the Bel- 
gians has issued a rescript to her sister 
Queens and Empresses asking them to form 
an alliance for the purpose of helping the 
lacemakers of Europe. She has appeal 
to them to forswear wearing imitation lace 
and to bind themselves to wear only hand- 
made lace, pointing out that the machine- 
made fabric threatens the extinction of ar- 
tistic, hand-worked lace. The number of 
lacemakers in Belgium and France has di- 
minished since the advent of lace machinery 
by 40,000 persons, The Queen’s appeal met 
with a ready response and the queenly al- 
liance has already become a fact.

King of Denmark Going to England in 
January as the Guest of the 
Prince of Wales. 


London, Nov. 19.—It is announced that the 
King of Denmark intends to ‘come to Eng- 
land in January and that he will stay with 
the Prince of Wales at Sandringham.

Startling Parliamentary Departure. 


The Chamber of Deputies has just made a 


new departure in its methods of parliament- 
ary government, by which the power of the 
executive administration is still further 
curtailed. Hitherto parllamentary commis- 
sions, such as those of the budget, the army, 
the navy, etc., have been limited to thirty- 
three members each. 

Last Thursday it was decided to increase 
the number of these commissions from seven 
to eleven, and to designate fifty-two or 
fifty-three members to serve on each com- 
mission. It was also enacted that no Deputy 
should form part. of more than one commis- 
sion, and the commissions were enlarged 
so that every Deputy should sit on some one 
commission.

It is a return to the prin- 
ciple of the. constituent assembly of 1848,

May Not Return to Egypt. 

It remains to be seen whether Lord Kitch- 
ener will return to Egypt as commander-in- 
chief of the Egyptian army, now that nei- 
ther fortune nor rank is any longer much 
object to him, and that all prospect of active 
service in Egypt !s at an end for some con- 
siderable time to come. é 

He made a strict rule while in command of 
the Egyptian army that none of the English 
officers serving under his orders should be 
married men.

Succession to Russia’s Throne. | 
Great disappointment is felt in Russia at 
the news which has just been made public 
to the effect that the anticipations which 
had been formed in connection with the 
officially proclaimed imminence of the young 
Czarina’s accouchment will have to be 
abandoned. The hopes that had! been formed 
for the birth this winter of a son and heir 
to their throne are, therefore, at an end, and 


the problem with regard to the succession 


to the throne remains still unsolved. 

At the present monient the heir apparent 
is the Czarowitch George, who is to such an 
extent an invalid that heis only kept alive by 
living either in health stations in the Caucas- 
us, or in hot climates such as Algeria. Under 
the circumstances it would be impossible for 
him to reign, and yet he is a self-willed and 
obstinate youth, who would not relinquish 
without. much trouble his rights to the 
throne in the event of his brother’s death 
without male issue. 

After him the next heir is his younger 
brother, the Grand. Duke Michael, a singu- 
larly bright and healthy lad@ who has recent- 
ly attained his majority, and who is to such 
an extent devoted to his mother that she 
would once more become supreme, and his 
advent to the throne would bring about a 
revival of all the most reactionary features 
of the rule of the late Czar. 

There is, however, a birth imminent in the 
imperial family, as the eldest sister of the 
Czar, the Grand Duchess Xenia, wife of that 
Grand Duke Alexander who was in the 
United States at the time of the Columbian 
exhibition in 1893, is about to become a 
mother.

Public Opinion Condemns the 
Emperor's in Lippe- 
~Detmold Case. 


EXPULSION OF FOREIGNERS. 


Berlin, Nov. 19.—[Copyright, 1898, by the 
AssociatedgPress. |—Emperor William's sud- 
den abandonment of his intention to visit 
one or more Spanish ports on his return to 
Germany by sea, and his determination to 
go honfe by way of the Adriatic Sea, land- 
ing at- Pola, and taking the train there for 
Potsdam, via Innsbruck, has given rise to 
considerable speculation as to the real mo- 
tive of his change of program, 

The official explanation, giving the health 
of the Empress as the sole reason for his _ 
Majesty's rapid return, is only partially ac- 
cepted here, though it is well known that 
the Empress suffers severely from sea sick- 
ness, and dreaded the passage across the 
Bay of Biscay, especially in view of the 
change in temperature and the prospects of 
stormy weather. The impression among 
leading politicians, however, is that the 
state of home politics and the inappropriate- 
ness of his proposed visit to Spain at the 
present juncture mainly influenced the Em- 
peror’s decision. 

The Imperial Chancellor, Prince Hohen- 
lohe, represented to his Majesty the neces- 
sity for an early opening of the Reichstag 
in view of the mass of work that body has 
to get through, and suggested Nov. 20 or 
Dec. 1 for the Opening ceremonies. Em- 
peror William, who intends to open the ses- 
sion in person, thereupon decided to return 
directly. The Ministers have all returned 
suddenly to Berlin, and the greatest activ- 
ity is observable in political circles. The dis- 
cussion of the government’s§ anti-strike 
measure promises to make the sessions of 
the Reichstag extremely lively. 


Fear of Anarchists. 


It is suggested in some quarters that Em- 
peror William’s roundabout detour from 
Pola to Potsdam, by way of Innsbruck, cap- 
ital of the Austrian Tyrol, was dictated by 
a plan which, since the assassination of the 
Empress of Austria and the discovery ofa 
plot against the Emperor's life at Alexan- 
dria, Egypt, has governed his Majesty's 
movements—namely: complete secrecy as 
to the time of his departure from any place 
and the exact route to be taken. 

The municipality-of Potsdam, where jthe 
imperial family will reside until the new 
year, is preparing a.warm reception for their 
Majesties. The burgomaster will read an 
address and the guilds and-corporations will 
line the route from the station to the palace 
and afterwards file past the Emperor. 

The absorbing topic in the German press 
during the last week has bcen the Linvpe- 
Detmold case. The verbatim publication of 
the documents, which first appeared ina 
Vienna paper and which were afterwards 
copied by the entire German press, enabled 
the nation generally to form an intelligent 
idea of the whole matter. and since, in the 
continued absence of the Emperor, the gov- 
ernment has deemed it best to keep silence, 
the comments of-the newspapers hawe been 
both varid and interesting. 

In the verbatim reprint the regent’s orig- 
inal letter of. complaint is shown to have 
been couched4in respectful, calm language, 


reason whateyer to reply with the curt; in- 
sulting telegram forbidding the regent ever 
to address him in a similar manner again. 
The circular letter sent by the regent to the 
reigning Princes also set forth his grounds 
for complaint in a dignified manner. None 
of the answers received tg the circular let- 
ter have thus far been divulged, but it is said 
in diplomatic circles that several! of the re- 
plies received by the regent are conciliatory 
and sympathetic, especially one from the 
Prince Regent of Bavaria, while the re- 
plies of the King of Saxony and the Grand 
Duke of Baden counseled more moderation. 
It is understood that all the replie® of the 
Princes will be published later. 


Kaiser in the Wrong. 


According to reports from those who are 
near to the Emperor, his Majesty has.latelv

tional scandal. It is too late now, however, 
to stop the matter, and the Bundesrath will } 
take up the case at an early opportunity. It 
must deal with two points—the Regent's 
formal complaint against the Emperor and 
the protest of the Emperor's brother-in-law. 
Prince Adolph of Schaumburg-Lippe, against 
the Diet’s adoption of the law of succession, 
which declared the Regent's lawful issue 
entitled to succeed to the throne.

After Dec. 1 Chicago will again have a

Chicago Into which the protected 
Commission. cruiser Chicago will 


go into commission 
the first of the month. The ship will be 
under command of Captain P. H. Cooper, 
who is detached from duty at the New York 
Mavy yard. 

The Chicago has now been out of commis- 
sion for nearly three years, undergoing ex- 
tensive repairs, which have made the ship” 
one of the crack fighters of the American 
'Mavy. The Chicago is one of the pioneers 
of the new navy. and was once the flagship 
of the famous white squadron under Ad- 
miral Walker. 

The Chicago is 325 feet long on the water 
line, with a breadth of forty-eight feet, and 
@ mean draft of nineteen feet. Its dis- 
Placement is 4,500 tons, and it is about the 

size of the Boston, which’ is now with Ad- 
miral Dewey's fleet at Manila. Its engines 
are of the twin screw, slightly inclined, 
triple expansion type, which indicate 9,0U0 
horse power, and the vessel is capable of 
steaming eighteen knots an hour. The coal 
capacity of the Chicago is 831 tons and the 
vessel carries a crew of thirty-six officers 
and 376 men. | 

The main battery of the Chicago consists 
of four eight-inch bréeech-loading rifles and 
fourteen five-inch rapid-tire guns. The sec- 
ondary battery is composed of seven six- 
pour.d rapid-fire guns, two one-pound rapid- 
fire guns, and one three-inch rapid-fire field 
gun. 

Secretary Long has not decided to which: 
station the Chicago Will be assigned, but 
said this afternoon that it was not unlikely 

ithe vessel would go to the European station, 
which will soon be reéstablished and placed 
under the command of Admiral Schley. 

It is the intention of the government to 
Pick out several of the crack vessels of the 
navy to send abroad, as since their deadly 
execution during the war they will be crit- 
feally examined by the foreigners.

REVIEW OF A BUSY WEEK. 


IBY H. ALLAWAY.] 
New York, Nov. 19.—[Special.]—Wall 
street has activity. Quotations generally 
show strength. Net changes for the week 
just closed are not altogether on the side 
of advances, but no feature of the current 
market surpasses the refusal of the real 
holders of stocks to let go and sell out. 
Daily sales the Stock Exchange reflect 
to small extent any liquiflation in actual 
ownership. Speculative holders make sales 


short stocks by the speculative contingent, 
but the rank and file of the investing public 
stand still, content in their confidence that 
current market values are warranted by in- 
trinsic values; that although pressure may 
for a time be showing there is bound to be 
eventual betterment. . 

Thus it is that, though conspicuous stocks 
‘are rammed and jammed continually, their 
quotations fall off slightly. People disposed 
to hold stocks and able to own them are 
buyers. It Is fhe speculative contingent 
which sells, and’almost the speculative con- 
tingent alone. 

Wall street sentiment is not altogether 
bullish. Among the veteran traders of the 
street bearishness is rather popular, and the 
bearish sentiment grows. It is the profes- 
sional idea that present tendencies must 
be measured by past accomplishments, and 
along this narrow line it is easy to find war- 
rant for the expectation that sharp setbacks 
are due. 

It has been many years since such a se- 
curity market situation as the present has 
appeared. Over and over again we have 
had bright prospects, cheerful possibilities, 
encouraging) probabilities, but close follow- 
ing every such favorable outlook there has 
come the dark intrusion of disappointment 
through a market smash. 

Old measurements are not safe measure- 
ments. The stock market status at the 
moment is to be compared with none that 
Wall street has had in more than a decade. 
Professional! Wall street hoots this idea and 
sells stocks short. If professional Wal) 
street be right, all recent improvement 
ought to be wiped out quickly. And itis not 
unlikely that we shall forthwith have tests 


wisdom. 


Sales of Large Volume. 


During the last week transactions on the 
Stock Exchange averaged about 600,000 
shares a day, figures much beyond ordinary 
recent totals. Net changes for the week do 
not all show upon the side of advances, some. 
‘ubstantial declines being recorded, but in 
significant ways the market disclosed hard- 
‘ning processes. 

In investment stocks demand and advances 
were assertive. Stocks like Northwest pre- 


cause an increased market value of 11 full 
points. Such movements are more than or- 
dinarily suggestive. 

Incidentally it is made clear that the bond 
market is swept clean of bargains. The 
real investor is perforce obliged to turn to 
stocks for profitable opportunities. Reflec- 


makes distinct infpression. 

Some setbacks have come. This is always 
so, but the market as a whole is better for 
the reaction recorded. In some quarters 
overbuying was palpable. Speculators tak- 
ing extra-hazardous risks help no market’s 
development, and’ processes which shake 
them out are not hurtful to the market as 
a whole. , 

Underlying conditions are good conditions, 
Practically in every business department 
throughout the country favorable factors 
are dominant. In a few exceptional cases 
betterment has not. yet appeared, bad condi- 
tions are unchanged, but in a majority of 
cases—a large majority—the outlook is en- 
couraging beyond all that has been forecast. 

Continuing forefgn demand for Ameri- 


the Western business situation generally 
better than counted upon. [In the iron trade 
all past production records are eclipsed, and 
though at the moment Wall street worries 
somewhat over the failure of a pool in steel 
rail making actuai iron and steel trade re- 
turns warrant confidence, even enthusiasm. 


Gould’s Wisdom Holds Good. 

As tron goes so stocks must go—this is 
the dictum of Jay Gould to which Wall street 
is devoted. If this rule be now safe to fol- 
low believers in’security market values have 
little to apprehend. Fights for a little time 
appearing among manufacturers of steel 
rails or in any other iron trade quarter are 
bound soon to be amicably settled; where 
consuming demands run beyond production 
manufacturers will not quibble or snarl, for, 
after all, money making !s a more pleasant 
pastime. 

Foreign interests extend in American se- 
curities. On some days during the last 
week free sales of some stocks were made 
for the accounts ‘of London and Berlin, but 
on balance foreign purchases have much 
predominated. 

It is not so much that European traders 
are figuring in the daily ups and downs.of 
New York Stock Exchange quotations, but 
what counts more is that practically every 
Wall street banking house with important 


foreign connections has been commissioned |, 


to pick up liberal amounts of good stock 
and bonds for shipment abroad. Theextent 
to which this development goes cannot be 
easily estimated, but it is of much more con- 
sequence than has been popularly under- 
stood. 

At most European financial centers money 
is tighter than it is here, but this does not 
offset attractiveness centering in the Amer- 
iean security situation. Europe has be- 
come practically bare of American shares 
and mortgages, while in many ways such 
securities have been advancing continually 


Europe Looks to America. 

The tremendous growth of international 
trade balances in favor of the United States 
counts as one effective influence tn directing 
the attention of European investors toward 
this country, while the substantial gains 
shown in our corporation properties have 
become more and more strikingfy clear.

In spite of the fact that there is a federal 
law prohibiting trusts, new ones are being 
formed every day, and those now in exist- 
ence have an aggregate capitalization of two

The tendency to concentrate special indus- 
tries and bring them under the domiration 
ef monopolistic corporations gathers force 
steadily... Almost every branch of the manu- 
facturing business now has its combination, 
or’ trust, which controls both output and 
prices. Competition is crushed out by the 
big aggregations of capital. he small 
manufacturer finds that he must Bither join 
the combination or go to the wall, and in 
many cases he does not even have a chance 


to join the combination. 

Within the last six months articles of in- 
corporation have been taken out by more 
¢han one handred companies of abnormal 
capitalization, which are designed to * take 
over” and concentrate the business of scat- 
tered companies in the various fields of in- 
dustry. And this in the face of the factthat 
the United States Supréme Court has now 
ounced even the railroad combination 
wn as the Joint Traffic association to be 

a violation of the federal anti-trust law, 


Multiplication of Trusts. 

Trusts are multiplying much faster than 
suits to dissolve them can be brought in the 
courts. It is only a few weeks ago that the 
great Federal Steel company, with a cap- 
ftalization of $200,000,0U00, was incorporated 
in New Jersey. Jiecent meetings have heen 

held in this city by the leading manufactur- 
ers of acids and chemicals with a view of 
formingza $50,000,000 acid trust. The silver- 
platc interests have just combined under the 
name of the International Silverware com- 
pahy, with a capital of $30,000,000. An 
American Malting company has been organ- 
ized with $30,000,000 of capital. Then there 
are the American Thread company, capital- 
ized at $18,000,000, and the Knit Goods com- 
pany, with $30,000,000, botiyrecent organ- 
isatigfis. The tobacco trust is now assisting 
if foating a new-corporatién—the Contl- 
rental—to control the factories maRing plug 
tobacco, capitalizing it at $73,900,000, One’ 
of the largest of all is in process of forma- 
tion by owners of the great flour mills-in. 
this country. A eapitalization of §150,000,- 
(U0 is propused for it. 
‘* New Jersey and West Virginia are con- 
spicuous among the States that invite great 
combinations of capital by liberal incorpora- 
tion laws. More large industrial companies, 
commenly denominated trusts, have been in- 
corporated in N«w Jersey within the last few 
years than in all of the other States com- 
bined. Irrespective of thelr political affilia- 
tions, the legislators of New Jersey have 
stood together in enacting laws favorable to 
corporations. Everything possible has been

interesis easy, convenient, and comparative- 
ly inexpensive in the.State of New Jersey. 
The scheine of organization as contairfed in 
@ certificate of incorporation obtained in 
that State is largely left to the incorpo- 
rators. Within certain limits parties by 
their certificates of incorporation obtain 
what is practically equivalentfo a. special 
act of the Legislature conferring the most 
liberal powers for business purposes.

CREDITORS GET NOTES. 


Nearly. $800,000. Said to Be In- 
yolved, but. the Terms 
Are Kept Secret. 


MAKE FORTUNE IN BISCUIT. 


Final‘settlements were effected yesterday 
between W. H. and J. H. Moore and their 
local creditors, whereby the former received 
releages:from all financial obligations in- 


curred -through the collapse of.their spec- 


ulation in Diamond Matth shares during 
the summer of. 1806. The settlements re- 
store the Moores to solvency, and will cause 
the abandonment of the plan to begin pro- 
ceedings against them next month to force 
them into involuntary bankruptcy. | 

The basis of settlements is kept a confi 
dential matter, but it is known that the 
creditors are satisfied and acknowledge 
that they came out well by their policy of 
allowing the Moores time for financial re- 
cuperation and recovery ftom what two 
years ago seemed hopeless insolvency. 

‘Notes for All Creditors. 

One of the leading creditors said: “ Yes, 
the Moore brothers are now solvent. They 
have issued to all their creditors their notes 


for the various amounts agreed on, and those 


notes are good. It is a remarkable instance 
of the triumph of pluck and business honor, 
for at the time of their losses, two years ago, 
it was thought the Moores never could get 
on their feet again. They have not only 
restored themselves to solvency and re- 
gained substantial business credit, but they 
have probably made fortunes besides. Their 
personal popularity has assisted them, as it 
induced their-creditors to exercise leniency.”’ 

The Moore brothers failed in 1806 for near- 
ly $4,000,000. The greater portion of this 
debt was settled about four months ago. 
The settlements yesterday are supposed to 
have involved remaining claims of about 
$500,000. Their speculation, as stated, was 
in the shares of the Diamond Match com- 
pany, a corporation which they themselves 
founded. Through the famous’ Beecher 


patents the shares began to appreciate rap- 
company sent representatives 


idly. The 
abroad to secure advantageous contracts 
for the introduction of these machines. — 

In the meantime Match shares were 
boomed by the persistent buying of the 
Moore brothers to heights which made the 
investor feel dizzy. ‘Then came the money 
panic following the Coliseum convention. 
Loans were called on the Moore brothers 
and their speculation came to an abrupt 
end. To prevent general ruin among the 
brokerage houses the Stock Exchange had 
to be summarily closed. 


Fortunes in Biscuit Deal. 

The rehabilitation of the Moores has been 
due chiefly to the success of their late deal 
in- Biscuit. The New York Biscuif com- 
pany was ina destructivé war with the 
American Biscuit company, its securities 
were depreciated, and it looked as if the 
fight must end in receiverships. The Moore 
brothers conceived the idea of a consolida- 
tion. Heavy Eastern financial ‘interests 
were solicited to underwrite stock for a new 
company to purchase the assets of both. 
The deal worked successfully, and the 
Moores were rewarded with a bonus of 
stock amounting to $2,000,000. The subse- 
quent rise has brought them additional 
profits amounting to nearly 40 per cent. 

Their lates deal is the forming of atinplate 
combination with a capitalization of $50,- 
(Ww. This deal promises to surpass the 
Biscuit deal as a sensational success, as the 
subscription rights ‘are already selling 
above 15 per cent premium. With the final 
completion of this deal it is generally ex- 
pected that not only will the Moores have 
been cleared of overwhelming debts. but 
that they will also have reached positions of 
affluence. 


HELD FOR METCALF MURDER. 


Coroner’s Jury Names Robert Howard, 
Edward Lane, and Albert Nixon : 
as the Assassins. 


Robert Howard, colored. was held to the 
grand jury yesterday by the Coroner's jury 
Which investigated the death of Frank C. 
Metcalf, who was strangled to death Nov. 9) 
in the rear of 219 Plymouth place. Edward 
Lane and Albert Nixon, both colored. were 
named by the jury as accémplices of Howard 
in the murder of Metcalf. If they are ar- 
rested they will be required to go before the 
grand jury. Five of the witnesses, Laura 
Gardner, William Hayes, Charles Potter, 
Charles Thomas, and Charles Johnson, were 
held under bonds of $500 each. 

When Potter was arrested he was placed 
in a cell with Howard and he made a sworn 
statement that Howard told him Nixon did 
the strangling while the other two rifled the 
pockets of the victim. 

Mrs. Mary Smith of 354 Hermitage avenue, 
sister-in-law of Metcalf, said he was 36 years 
old and had been employed as a. machinist 
by the Miehle Printing Press and Manu- 
facturing company. He left a widow anda 
5-year-old daughter. He was born in Maine 
and came to Chicago twelve years ago from 
Chelsea, Mass. 


WILL IS FOUND TO BE LEGAL. 


Jury Decides the Property of the Late 
William Drach Shall Be Distrib- 
uted as He Proposed. 


After long litigation, in which many neph- 
ews, nieces, and cousins of the late William 
Drach of Chicago were contestants, the will 
by which the old North Side musician be- 
queathed the bulk of his property to William 
Drach of Philadelphia, a nephew, has been 
held to be legal. This decision was reached 
yesterday by a jury in Judge Brentano's 
court. : 

William Drach died on Jan. 7, 1897. He 
left an estate valued at $20,000, which con- 
sisted of property at 98 La Salle avenue, 1012 
North Halsted street, and in Norwood Park. 
The only legatee who did not have to fight 
in the courts to secure his bequest was Chris- 
topher Nuernberger, a brother musician, to 
whom was given a fine old Stradivarius vio- 
lin. 

Contestants for the estate included three 
relatives in Germany, sévenin Philadelphia, 
and eleven in Chicago. An attempt was 
made to show that the testator was.of un- 
sound mind and had been unduly influenced 
in the making of the will.

Specimens of the Many banguages Spoken by the Inhabitants of the Western 
Metropolis.

ARDINAL NEZOFANTI, the famous 
linguist, might have been afforded 
better opportunities for the studying 
of language had he come to Chicago 
than those under which he acquired 

the mastery of sixty-six tongues. Here he 
would have been abie to come in personal 
contact with the natives of all the countries 
whose languages he spoke, and it is said 
that personal contact is a better teacher of 
languages than all the books and teachers 
in existence. 

It has been estimated, undoubtedly with 
correctness, that every civilized country on 
the earth is represented in the great popula- 
tion of this city, and some that are consid- 
ered semi-barbaric even have residents in 
Chicago. Mr. Vickers a few years ago read 
a paper before the Papyrus club, in which 
he enumerated the different tongues daily 
used in the business and domestic life of 
the Western metropolis, and it excited so 
much wonderment that the club was given 
to the discussion of the subject for many 
meetings. ‘‘ The person who takes a recent 
isSue of the city directory for examination 
will be able,.”’ he said at that time, “ to find 
the representatives of nearly fifty distinct 
races of men.’ His statement, if correct in 
1801, is entitled to amplification at the pres- 
ent time. Since then Chicago's population 
has received additions from all parts of the 

lobe. 

9 careful canvass and estimates made up 
frém the recent school census form the 
foundation for the statement that not less 
than sixty tongues are spoken here now, 
nét merely as accomplishments, but because 
the speakers know little of English. 

The variance in nationalities is, of course, 
confined in a large degree to localities. 
Some quarters present a greater mixture 
than others. For instance, the Ninth Ward, 
which lies in the section adjoining on the 
south that part of the West Side over which 


_“Johnny ” Powers is ruler, has twenty-nine 


languages spoken within its borders. The 
workers of the Democratic Campaign com- 
mittee recently found it necessary to print 
literature in twenty different tongues in 
order that no voter on the Southwest Side 
might -be ignorant of the good qualities of 
their candidates. Until recently, in the 
Sixth Ward there was a club 900 strong, and 
composed entirely of Lithuanians, a race of 
people that seven of every ten persons did 
not know were represented in Chicago by 
even a single resident. In fact, the West

English and whose language differs so much 
from any other in the world that it would 
seem they could not make themselves under- 
stood to transact any sort of business. Sam- 
ples of their language cannot be secured 
from them because it is impossible to make 
them understand what is wanted, let alone 
give them a sentence of English to translate. 

Other rare languages, or those which are 
spoken by few persons here, are Lap, Ro- 
manish, Balkan, Hawaiian, Icelandic, Manx, 
Ruthanian, Flemish (or Viaamsche), Portu- 
guese, Boer, Slavak, Croatian, and Slavonic. 
It is generally supposed that the Arabic has 
few speakers in Chicago, while the fact is 
that there are nearly 3,000 Arabic speaking 
people within the confines of the city limits. 
It is the language of the Arabian, Persian, 
Egyptian, and Syrian, while many Turks 
and Burmese talk the tongue fluently. 

In comparison, the simplicity of expression 
used in the Hawaiian language is interest- 
ing. The pronunciation of ‘ welakahoa,” 
the translation of which is ‘* willy-Ka- 
how-a,”’ is accented in two ways, aceording 
to the meaning desired to express. The 
Hawaiian language has few’ words, but 
many pronunciations foras many meanings. 
The word “ aloha,”’ used frequently in the 
recent reports of the annexation ceremonies, 
has seventy-five meanings—some of love, the 
prime Interpretation of the word; but it may 
be accented so as to mean hate and hateful 
sentences of many words inEnglish. We- 
lakahoa "’ {is likely to become a slang phrase 
in America, as the soldiers have taken a 


fancy to the expression, and every one of 


them leaving the ‘sland carries it away with 
him. It took the fancy of the people who 
went to Honolulu long ago to grow up with 
the country, and welakahoa "’ehas become 
now a regular term, meaning also “‘ That’s 
all right,’ or, speaking of some work that 
has been accomplished, That's done.’’ 

Branching off in the opposite direction 
again, the language of the Icelanders is 
voluminous, containing many words more 
than the English. Mrs. Frida Stephenson 
Sharpe, who died in this city recently, was 
the greatest of scholars in that language in 
this country. She had written a play in the 
tongue and had just completed a translation 
of Kielland’s novel, ‘* Jakob,”’ for publica- 
tion in the spring. The language, which has 
a number of speakers in Chicago, is a branch 
of the Swedish or Norwegian, and the trans- 
lation is almost a copy of the Swedish. 

In the city are three Laps, but not one of 
them is able to furnish a translation of the 
sentences given. In fact, they cannot write 


their language, which is an offspring of the 


Danish. The natives here owe their educa- 
tion in English to B. F. Richolson, whose 
ability to converse with them has taught 
them much of this country’s language and 
customs. 

There is not a single real Turk in Chicago, 
though a great number are popularly called 
so. More than a hundred speak and write 
the language, but they are for the most part 
Armenians and Persians. 

Two restdents of southern Africa have re- 
cently come to Chicago in the interests of the 
South African exposition to be held this 
year. They have furnished a sample of the 
Boer language, which, they state, has little 
more than 100 words. The translation of the 
proverbs is not literal but the best the lan- 
guage affords. 

The native Boers explain that the few 
words in their language are combined in 
various ways so astoconvey different mean- 
ings. That is, two words compounded may 
mean the opposite of that when they are 
written or ken as separate words. 

A Sioux Irfdiian was found who has unusual 
intelligence, and he was able to comprehend 
the meaning of the proverbs, but he was 


‘unable to write the translation in his own 


language except in the phonetic style and in 
English characters. Quite a contrast may 
be noted in the expression written by an 
Indian of the Algonquin tribe. In the latter 


ease there seems to be more logical mean- 


ings, or expressions. This the translator de- 
clares is a language of unusually good con- 
struction, and, he says, shows that much 
time and pains were devoted to the framing 
of the root. Speaking the Algonquin tongue 
are a dozen or more, residing in the neigh- 
borhood of Twenty-first street and the Bur- 
lington tracks. They are engaged in making 
baskets.

Occupying a prominent place in the ranks 
of the foreign population of Chicago, as well 
as all America, is the Hebrew. He has a 
language going far back into the ages and 
of historic value. Few know that the pure 
Hebrew and Jewish languages of today dif- 
fer. This is true, however, and to such an 
extent that it is necessary to give transla- 
tions into both languages in order to make 
complete the comparison. 

In close contrast with this language is that 
of the Armenian, of whom there are a num- 
ber in the city. Pushman Bros., in Wabash 
avenue, are leaders among the Armenian 
merchants and society, and they have the 
translation given in another place. It is 
upon the Turkish and the Arabic languages 
that the Armenian is based, yet the Ar- 
menians claim they have made so many im- 
provements in the tongue that little if any 
conversation could be carried on between 
natives of the two countries. Im America 
the Armenians have no paper or publication 
of any kind, .while both the speakers of 
Arabic and Turkish may read the news of 
the day printed in America and in their own 
tongues. 

Chicago is the location of one of the busiest 
of the Russian Consulates In America. There 
are 39,000 natives of the kingdom of the 
Czar here, and together with the trade of 


this section with Russia they keep the Con-. 


sul busy. He has furnished THE TRIBUNE 
with translations of the proverbs into Rus- 
sian. 

Closely allied with the Russian language, 
though not resembling it in print, are the 
Slovak, Croatian, Slavonian, Bohemian, 
Polish, Lithuanian, Ruthanian, and Hun- 
‘garian, all of them classed with the Slav 
race and formerly constituting the peoples 
of the country afterwards divided between 
Russia,, Austria, Germany, and Norway. 
Slovak, ‘Croatian, and Slavonic are ail spoken 
in the west of Russia and are peculiar to 
their sections. 

The Slavonian language has much, the 
same appearance to the uninitiated, but 
idiomatic differences make it difficult to 
converse in both without setting badly 
mixed. 

The Croatian has little difference from 
either except when one begins the study of 
it. Then the difference quickly becomes 
apparent. All three of the languages have 
papers printed here. 

The Lithuanian is a native of a section of 
Austria and so nearly like the Polish lan- 
guage does his appear that the Polish type 
is used in printing it. Yet the editor of a 
Polish newspaper in this city declared he 
was not able to read a single word of it. 

Thé Polish tongue has a great number of 
speakers in Chicago, as it has in all large 
cities of the United States. They are a 
factor in politics because of their clannish- 
ness. They take their numerous newspa- 
pers for guides in the matter of casting 
votes. The editors are honest in their pur- 
pose and advocate:the cause of no person 
who is not a friend of the Polish people. 
The Bohemians, another branch of the Sla- 
vonian race, are numerous and support two 
daily newspapers. From their number have 
come many Officeholders and they have re- 
flected credit upon the citizens who favored 
them with their franchise. The translations 
were furnished by a Bohemian editor, and it 
resembles in perspective the Polish and 
lAthuan‘an, though im fact it is nothing like 
them. The Bohemian speaking people are in- 
habitants of the Southwest Side of the city 
almost exclusively. The Hungarian lan- 
guage is much like that of the Bohemian, 
and the translations of these particular sen- 
tences are almost exact copies of those given 
with the exception of variationin the accent 
marks. 

Chose to these people and yet speaking a 
language that is nothing like either are the 
inhabitants of the Balkan Mountains. The 
translation is from a former resident of 
India, who declares that there are three 
or four natives who use the language daily 
in Chicago. 


Crossing to the ei on _the map of 
Europe we find Greece, which has a large 
number of natives in Chicago, nearly 2,000 
claiming this ‘city as their home. The 
language is familiar to thousands of college 
bred young men and women, and yet to 
undertake to speak it is too great a task for 
them. Every one of the natives speaks it ex- 
cept in actual intercourse with Americans 
or others who cannot. It is difficult for them

to acquire even fair English. The transla- 
tions are literal, though they do not make 
the best of sense in Greek from the fact that 
the language has no such expressions. 

In appearance the Irish language has much 
resemblance to that of the Greek. Dialects, 
different ones of which are spoken in almost 
every county of Ireland, make it difficult to 
present what one might calla distinctively 
Irish translation of the proverbs. The best 
oe probably would ‘be written as given 

ere 

A branch of the Gaelic language, spoken in 
Scotland, has none of the same pronuncia- 
tion, and little of the same construction: A 
good Scotch scholar has written the transla- 
tions of the sentences. 

Peculiar to the inhabitants of Wales is still 
another branch of the Gaelic, and the con- 
sonant sounds are so different from those of 
either Irish or Scotch that the language 
would hardly seem to be of the same section 
of the world. In Chicago there are, accord- 


ing to the school census just completed, 3.775 ° 


natives, and it is a peculiarity of the people 
that they carry on all conversation amorg 
themselves in the mother tongue, and rigidly 
enforce the teaching of it to their children. 
Not so the speakers of the other Gaelic 
tongues. They are little spoken, even when 
natives meet in Chicago, and children here 
are never troubled with the learning of 
them. 

French is a language much affected by 
Americans, and from the 21,800 natives in 
Chicago it ought to be easy to acquire good 
French with the proper pronunciation. The 
Consul of that country has furnished tho 
translation, and, he says, faulty for the lack 
of French words or-expressions correspond- 
ing to the English of the first proverb, but 
good as to the second. 

It is noted that the languages most spoken 
in Chicago are in some way related. For in- 
stance, the Italian, Portuguese,French,Spa-r 
ish, and Flemish, or native Belgian have 
likenesses, and probably spring from the 
same sources. In Switzerland German, 
Italian, French, and Romanish are. all 
spoken. The latter, however, is the tongue 
of less than 15,000 natives in the eastern 
provinces, while the remaining three lan- 
guages are all spoken by most of the remuain- 
ing Swiss. The Romanish is a close copy 
after the ancient Latin, and of the 4,400 na- 


tives of the littJe country residing in Chicago 


less than 100 speak the Romanish. 

The sample of the Belgian, or, as the na- 
tives are pleased to call it, Viaamsche, is the 
who recently 
came to America. This language partakes 
of the German, Danish, and French in ap- 
pearance, yet has a distinct grammar of its 
own. The Belgians living in Chicago are, 
for the most part, well to do, and make ex- 
cellent citizens. 

Perhaps of all the languages spoken here 
the Spanish has the best representation—not 
in point of numbers, for there are little more 
than 500 Spanish speaking persons in Chi- 
cago, but with regard to the number of 
countries whose natives have immigrated: 
Within the borders are représentatives of 
Cuba, Mexico, Peru, Venezuela, Chile, and 
Nicaragua, all speaking the purest Spanish. 
The Portuguese is the language also of the 
Brazilians, of whom there are nearly twenty 
in Chicago. ‘ 

Perhaps a dozen Manxmen have come to 
America and found their way to Chicagc, 
and their description of the language 
spoken in the diminutive Isle of Man is in- 
teresting to the student of language. It 
varies from the other Gaelic, of which it is 
a branch, and contains a great deal of Eng- 
lish idiom. In appearance the written Manx 
resembles the Romanish. 

To the curious the Japanese and Chintse 
will appeal most, and it is the statement of 
the Japanese Consul here and a prominent 
Chinaman that the translations here given 
are correct. A peculiarity of both lan- 
guages is that they are written downward 
instead of to the right on a straight line, 
and the succeeding line is to the left instead 
of the right. There are a number of edt- 
cated Japanese in Chicago, and most of them 
are well off in regard to this world's goods. 
All speak good English. The Chinese popu- 
lation has not so much to recommend it, 
however, and, generally speaking, doe’ not 
rank anywhere near the Japanese in intelli- 
gence. This was impressed most forcibly 
when the effort was made to find a China- 
man who would translate the proverbs 
quoted into their language. More than 
twenty Were approached, but none of them

Of all the foreign nations represented in 
Chicago, it has been stated, the Germars 
It is in the different branches of Ger- 
man that the interest attaches, for the Ger- 
man language, as it is generally spoken, 's 
common, and of no great curiosity. In Chi- 
cago there are natives of Germany proper, 
Luxemburg, Holland, or the Netherlands, 
and the people who speak the language of 
the lowlands, or Platt-Deutsche. All of 
these branches have societies in which they’ 
take great’ pride. The late Inspector 
Schaack was a leader in the colony of Lux- 
emburgers, and was highly insulted when 
he was considered simply as a German. The 
Flatt-Deutsche also pride themselves in the 
organization they maintain, and the per- 
petuation in this country of their language. 
Last year the society erected a monument 
to the memory of Fritz Reuter, the great 
Platt-Deutsehe author. His books form the 
nucleus of every library in all Platt-Deutsche 
families, and they are studied by what 
would correspond to the Chautauquan cir- 
cles in American educational circles, 

The Hollanders form another prosperous 
society, the extent of which was the subject 
of much comment at the time of their recent 
banquet and clebration of the coronation of 
the young Queen of the Netherlands. Each 
of these four divisions of the Germans has 
its own language, and the natives insist upon 
their children learning the tongue spoken 
by them, and no other German. ‘+ 

Another branch of what might be termed 
the German race, and yet speaking a lati- 
guage that is classed with the Siavonic, are 
the Ruthanians of western Austria. Nearly 
iin) persons who speak the language live in 
Chicago, and most of them are members of 
the society formed for the perpetuation in 
America of their mother tongue.

The next Thanksgiving day was held in Connecticut on Aug. 30 of the same year. 
Early in the morning on July 20every one went to church, before whose doors 
stood a guard, while a sentinel om the roof watched for Indians. The men carried

FIND BUSHELS OF PEARLS. 


Precious Gems That Were Buried in 
Prehistoric Earthworks in the 
Mississippi Valley. 


Immense quantities of prehistoric pearls 
have been discovered during the last few 
years in the ancient mounds erected by a 
forgotten race in the Mississippi Valley, es- 
pecially at certain points in Ohio, and the 
evidence thus obtained proves that some‘of 
the chiefs whose people formerly inhabited 
that region did actually possess treasures 
in this form which far exceeded in value 
those owned by the richest crowned heads 
today. In fact, there are no collections of 
pearls in existence at the present time that 
would compare at all with those gathered 
by the aboriginal connoisseurs referred to. 
In some of the mounds pearls have been 
found, not by hundreds or thousands, but 
by bushels—large numbers of them ap- 
proaching or even exceeding in size a hazel 
nut. 

How such enormous stores of them were 
gathered is a problem not easily solved. 
The pearls were certainly obtained from a 
species of mussel called the *‘ unlo,’’ which 
is still found in great abundance in many 
of the streams of this country; but in those 
days the shellfish in question must have 
been far more plentiful than now. No more 
beautiful pearls exist in nature than those 
ylelded by the unio, and the collections de- 
scribed must have been magnificent indeed 
in the period of their glory. Unfortunately 
all of them have been ruined by decay due 
to long burial, though an occasional speci- 
men reveals something of its pristine beau- 
ty when its outer layers are peeled off. 

In the famous Effigy mound, near Chilll- 
cothe, O., was found more than a gallon 
of pearls with two skeletons. All had been 
drilled with holes, made with a heated cop- 
per wire. This drilling was undoubtedly 
for the purpose of attaching them to cloth- 
ing or belts, as illustrated by the fact that 
400 or 500 had been sewed originally upon a 
shirt worn by one of the skeletons. In 
other places in the same region more than 
forty bears’ teeth with pearls set in them 
were discovered. From a mound in the Lit- 
tle Miami Valley Professor F. W. Putnam 
obtained over 60,000 pearls, nearly two bush- 
els, drilled and undrilled. Two other de 
posits yielded upwards of 100,000 pearls. 

Plenty of evidence as to the possession of 
great stores of pearls by the early abo- 
rigines of this country is afforded by the 
writings of the first explorers of the new 
world. The attention of Columbus and 
other Spanish discoverers was attracted to 
the matter, and a story having a bearing 
on the same subject is told of the followers 
of De Soto, who came upon an Indian town 
near whatis now Tampa Bay. At one end 
of the town was a temple, on the top of 
which was perched a wooden fowl with 
gilded eyes. In these eyes were pearls of 
huge size. When the Indian queen, whose 
name was Ucita, welcomed the strangers, 
she drew from over her head a long string 
of pearis and threw it around the neck of 
the leader of the expedition. The Span- 
iards returned this courtésy by robbing the 
tombs of the neighborhood, obtaining from 
them about 850 pounds of pearls.—Boston 
Transcript. }

COMPLETE AND INTERESTING. 


T is not often that 
one comes across &@ 
book so crammed 
with facts and fig- 
ures as is ‘‘ Cuba 
and Porto’ Rico, 
with the Other Is- 
lands of the West 
-Indies,”’ and at the 
same time of such 
interest to the aver- 
: age reader. The 
book is by Mr. Robert T. Hill, and has just 
been published by the Century company. 
Mr. Hill knows his subject thoroughly, 
for he spent years in the West Indies study- 
ing the geology of those islands with 
Agassiz, and I am quite within bounds when 
I say that he has written the most im- 
portant book that has been published on 
the subject up to the present time. He has 
verified the statements of other writers and 
broken new ground for himself. Spaniards 


hesitate to denounce Spanish misrule in 
Cuba. Nor will the English government be 
any too well pleased, for he shows up its 
shortcomings in the management of the 
British West Indies. 

One gets a better idea of the resources of 
and conditions in Cuba from this book than 
can be found anywhere else. It is calm and 
convincing, and, while Mr. Hill does not 
write with the flowery pen of the late Mr. 
Froude, he is far from being a dull writer.

Of the physical features of Cuba, Mr. Hill 
says: ‘It has but a small proportion of 
untillable declivities and rocky areas, such 
as are found in New England; no barren 
flelds of volcanic lava, such as occur in the 
Central American lands; no arid areas, like 
those which make up so large a proportion 
of Mexico and the western half of the 
United States; no stretches of sterile sandy 
lands, like those of Florida and other coastal 
Southern States. Its proportion of swamp 
lands is less than that of the average 
American seaboard State. The whole is- 
land is covered with rich solls—fertile cal- 
careous loams—which, under constant hu- 
midity, yield in abundance every form of 
useful vegetation of the tropical and tem- 
perate climes. The configuration and geo- 
logical formations are diversified; there is 
a variety of economic resources, both ag- 
ricultural and mineral, convenient to an ex- 
tensive littoral, with numerous harbors af- 
fording excellent anchorage.”’ 


An Enthusiast on Cuba. 


Let not the reader believe that Cuba isa 
physical unit. On the contrary, it presents a 
diversity of topographic, climatic, and cul- 
tural features which divide the island into 
at least three distinct natural provinces. 
Mr. Hill is enthusiastic over the climate, 
flora, and fauna of Cuba, and he takes a 
page to sing the praises of the royal palm 
tree, which can be molded into pans or 
baskets, and yet its bark is as hard as glass. 
The fauna of Cuba is pecullar. Only two 
land mammals are known to be indigenous 
to the island. There are but a few snakes 
and they are not poisonous or vicious. 
‘There are,’’ he says, “‘no venomous rep- 
tiles in the island. There is one enormous 
variety of boa, called the maja, of immense 
strength. It is perfectly black, as thick as 
one’s arm, and capable of swelling itself 
out to nearly five times its natural size, and 
has a blood red mouth—all of which sounds 
alarming. But he is a lazy fellow and does 
not trouble himself about human beings, 
being satisfied with pigs and goats and even 
small game.”’ | 

Naturally Cuba is a healthy island, but 
man has made it vile. Yellow fever, the 
horrible vomito, is now thoroughly estab- 
lished in Havana. Parts of the city are 
permanently infected with the germs of the 
disease, and are considered one of the main 
foci from which it is spread, and the source 
of all its outbreaks in this country. And 
yet there are medical experts who believe 
that it can be permanently driven out. Mr. 
Hill, however, seems rather skeptical on 
the subject. 


such, Mr. Hill departs from his rule long 
enough to teil how he has been able to avoid 
the fatality which has overtaken so many 
of his predecessors in geological exploration. 
The rules he has invariably followed are 
particularly worth repeating at this time, 
when so many Americans are looking upon 
Cuba with commercial designs: 

“Three rules I have followed invariably: 
First, to adapt my habits of dress, food, and 
hours of work and rest to those of the peo- 
ple cf the country; secondly, never in any 
circumstances to drink a drop of native 
water where it could possibly be avoided, 
and if so always to bollit. For this purnose 
I have always carried an alcohol lamp and 
a tin canteen, In which, when boiled water 
could not otherwise be obtained, I could 
myself attend to the matter. Twice when, 
in desperation after tedious éxercises, I 
yielded to the temptation of drinking the 
native water unboiled, the results were 
almost fatal. The third rule has been never 
to linger around the densely crowded and 
unsanitary areas of cities, and always to 
choose a room facing on the street. 

“I have also carefully avoided the tempta- 
tion to eat any kinds of fruits which may be 
offered, especially bananas, which, tn the 
tropics, have an unpelasant acidity that de- 
ranges the digestion, not having undergone 
the mellowing and ripening process which 
this fruit passes through on its: voyage to 
this country. 

“ Finally, it may be said that exposure to 
the heavy rainfalls of the tropics, if not im- 
mediately followed by a change of clothing, 
invariably conduces to malaria.”’ 


Misrule of Spaniards. 


On the subject of Spanish misrule Mr. H1!1 
is particularly informing. By the decree of 
1825, which was never altered, the Spanish 
Captains General of Cuba were “ armed 
with a despotic authority such as {s known 
in no other Christian country. This enabled 
them to arrest, banish, execute, or other- 
wise punish any resident of the island whom 
they suspected; and later the decree was 
supplemented by authority to set aside the 
judgments of the highest courts. These 
acts deprived the inhabitants of all political, 
civil, and religious liberty, and practically 
excluded them from public office.” 

He adds: 

“The American who undertakes to inves- 
tigate the history of the Spanish govern- 
ment in Cuba inevitably finds the details 
too revolting to be described. Greed, in- 
justice, bribery, and cruelty have been, prac- 
ticed with such frequency that volumes 
could be filled with their horrible details. 
Above all these, however, stands the fact 
of Spain's endeavors to wipe out by butchery 
and starvation the entire native population. 
The first of these attempts, practiced in 
former centuries upon the aborigines was 
successful.’’

A tramp is not a hobo; a hobo is nota 
tramp; a vagrant is neither; a criminal is 
none of these. A tramp is a man of 
such mental makeup that he has no higher 
aim than to exist and have “a little fun’”’ 
occasionally, avoiding responsibility and re- 
straint and all manner of mental concentra- 
tion. He will walk only when he cannot 
ride, and will work himself tired going from 
house to house rather than accept a job on 
the promise of a meal. 

The term ‘‘hobo”’ was not originally of 
evil significance. It originated in the West, 
when the great tide of humanity swept in 
that direction; and it was applied to the 
many who, failing ’ofthé@?r first hopes, were 
forced to the necessity of tramping from 
community to community in ‘quest of em- 
ployment. A hobo is a better sort of man 
than a tramp, has more self-respect, is 
usually young, and may, I believe, be called 
a tramp in the first stage. Many hobos 
are merely men out of work who were forced 
to the road by circumstances which they 
could not control. 

Hobos are products of industrial condli- 
tions and of the attitude of society toward 
unfortunate able-bodied men. It would he 
interesting to inquire how many hobos have 
drifted into our regular army and made good 
soldiers, and how many responded to the 
President’s cal} for volunteers. Tramps are 
tramps by natural bent, seconded by early 
training.—E. .

The London Times, in discussing Joseph 
Chamberlain’s recent speech at Manches- 
ter, calls him “ the apostle of better under- 
standings with the United States and Ger- 
many.” In that speech Mr. Chamberlain

Chamberlain should come to a common un- 
derstanding regarding many questions of 
international concern. ‘Those three nations 
have substantially one and the same race 
origin. They have a feeling of kinship to- 
ward each other which they do not feel 
toward any other peoples in the old or the 


Britain, and Germany were to exert a 
united influence in behalf of commercial 
progress, peace, and civilization, that in- 
fluence would be irresistible. 

The time has been when the Latin races 
dictated terms to the rest of Europe and 
ruled the destinies of the greater pgrt of 
the new world. That day has gone by. 
Those races have had their hour. At pres- 
ent the Germanic race, if its separate 
branches pull together, can rule the world. 
Great Britain, Germany, and the United 
States are in a position where they can tell 
Latins and Slavs that the latter can make 
all the alliances they choose, but that they 
must not imagine that they are the dom- 
inant factors in the future history of the 


| world. 


Ties of blood unite Germans, British, and 
Americans, There are other and equally 
strong ties which unite them. Liberty of 
religious thought began in Germany. ‘That 


Great Britain, and was carried from thete 
to North America. Having so many things 
in common, it would be a blunder and a 
misfortune for these three great powers 
not to work together in the cause of human 
progress. 

Mr. Chamberlain stated in his speech 
that— 

No door in China had yet been shut, but he ad- 


_mitted that there was anxiety on that score con- 


cerning the future. The only guarantee for avert- 
ing the closing of the door, he said, seemed to be 
the co5peration of the nations commonly interested 
in keeping it open. These, besides Great Britain, 
were Germany and the United States. ' 


It is essential to the future commercial] 
welfare of those three great nations that 
no single nation like Russia or France, or 
any combination of nations, should deprive 
them of the free enjoyment of the trade of 
Asia, with its hundreds of millions of in- 
habitants, who are to become far greater 
producers and consumers than at present, 
or of the trade of tropical Africa, which 
will be developed enormously in the near 
future. 

It is not necessary that the world’s three 
great commercial powers, who are such im- 
portant factors in the world’s prdgress, 
should enter into a formal alliance for the 
purpose of obtaining their ends. , If other 
powers know that the three have a com- 
mon understanding, which can become a 
formal alliance when necessary, those 
other powers will be guarded in their con- 
duct. They will have great respect for 
the resources which those allies could com- 
mand. The home population of the United 
States, Germany, and Great Britain at this 
time isas follows:

Thus 
here is a harmonious force of nearly 170 
millions.

They have 
more machinery than all the other nations 
in the world put togethes. They have de- 
veloped to a much higher degree those arts 
| of production which accumulate capital and 
thus supply. resources for carrying on war 
when war is necessary. 

The United States, or Great Britain, or 
Germany can put a larger percentage of 
able-bodied men in the field than Russia 
can, because the latter has to leave so 
many men at home to carry on necessary 
agricultural and mechanical labor which 
is done to so great an extent ip those other 
countries by machinery. And having 
more capital those other countries 
stand the cost of war longer than can Rus- 
sia or any other power. 3 , 

These three countries, a common under- 
standing among whom is so desirable, are 
more highly civilized than other countries. 
Therefore they are entitled to claim for 
themselves the leading part in shaping the 
destinies of the world for the world’s good. 
The rule of the fittest is the rule which 
ought to prevail. The interests of peace, 
progress, and civilization call on the Anglo- 
Celt and the Teuton to step to the front 
and assert their pacific sway.

GROWING MENACE OF TRUSTS. 

‘Elsewhere in this issue of THE TRIBUNE 
there appears a significant article show- 
ing the onward march of the illegal coin- 
binations of capital, called trusts. Con- 
gress has passed an act forbidding these 
organizations for purposes of monopoly, yet 
not a week passes without adding new 
trusts to the formidable list. The United 
States Supreme Coyrt has repeatedly de- 
clared these combinations of wealth illegal, 
but new ones continue to spring up faster 
than the courts can dissolve them. ‘The 
centralizing of capital goes on steadily in 
defiance of all law and authority, the stock- 
ing and watering of gigantic trusts is 
a matter of everyday news, and the 
money kings who thus defy the law con- 
tinue to pile up their millions of profits. 

The monopolistic trusts thus far or- 
ganized and incorporated in the United 
States have an aggregate capital of 2% 
billions of dollars. That notorious pioneer 
of American monopolies, the Standard Oil 
trust, was long ago ordered by the federal 
courts to dissolve, and it has for gome 
years been pretending to be engaged in 
“liquidating,” but there is no sign that 
it is doing anything to alter its monopolis- 
tic character. Even its gigantic capitaliza- 
‘tion of 153 millions has recently been sur- 
passed by the Federal Steel company, with 
‘its capitalization of 200 millions. The coal 
trust, the sugar trust, the various gas 
trusts, the enormous flour trust now form- 
ing, all represent similar aggregations of 
capital, formed for the distinct purpose 
of controlling the prices of these neces- 
saries of life.+ Scarcely an important com- 
modity or industry remains that is not 
held and manipulated by a_ powerful 
monopoly of this kind, existing or pros- 
pective. Every one of these monopolies 
is a violation of the federal anti-trust 
law. 

This. centralizing of capital is the most 
important and the most menacing of all the 
industrial movements of the present day. 
Within the last six months articles of in- 
corporation have been taken out by more 
than a hundred companies of abnormal 
capitalization in defiance of the law. The 
sowing is tremendous and -the reaping is 
likely to be momentous and disastrous. 
Competition is being crushed out on every 
hand by these lawless robber trusts. The 
small manufacturer who refuses to join 
the law breakers is being trampled under 
foot and his business is either swallowed 
by the wreckers or laid in ruins. Con- 
sumers are absolutely at the mercy of n 
power that has set itself up to be greater 
than the people and stronger than the gov- 
ernment. How long will the American 
people tolerate this sort of tyranny? 

Before long there will be a savage fight 
between the plain citizens, irrespective of 
perty. and these gormandizing, law-defy- 
an trust vultures. The present state of 
things cannot last indefinitely in a free 
republic. These illegal combinations of 
capital for the strangling of competition 
and for the raising of prices on the people 
will not be tolerated forever. | 

New Jersey is the State that has taken 
it upon itself to charter all kinds of cor- 
porate robbery for the accommodation of 
Wall street and of the other centers where 
these skinners and fleecers are banded to- 
gether against the people and the federal 
law. Probably New Jersey is at present 
getting enough incorporation fees to pay all 
its expenses, but it is doing so to the detri- 
ment and peril of the whole nation. No 
scheme of monopolistic greed is too flagrant 


for it to license in the robbery business; no 


aggregate of watered stock is too gigantic 
for it to take a percentage on and stamp 
with its authorization. New Jersey, more 
than all the other States in the union, is 
sowing the wind; somebody is going to reap 
the whirlwind.

Some of them accept- 
ed boodle to keep their eyes shut and their 
mouths closed and allow the city to be cheat- 
ed.

be remedied. His remedy is not to bounce

The bureau scheme meets with approval 
at the City Hall, because it will give em- 
ployment to more taxeaters.

That is the opposite 
of the policy of private employers, who want 
the largest possible amount of work done by 
the smallest possible number of men. For 
that reason they select the best men they 
can get. 

If the Commissioner of Public Works 
were actuated by business principles he 
would clean out his incompetent or corrupt 
inspectors and get honest, capable men to 
fill their places. ‘Two such men would save 
the city more money than all its “ inspect- 
ors’ are paid. With honest men filling the 
places of dishonest men, the results would 
be so satisfactory that nobody would dare 
0 suggest this creation of a hew bureau 
and this duplication of salaries and of tax- 
‘eaters, 

Neither the commissioner nor his superior, 
the Mayor, will adopt this business method 
of conducting the city’s affairs. Bummers 
will continue to “ inspect ” and will be “ in- 
spected ” by other bummers. One set of 
scallawags will watch another set, and the 
taxpayers will pay both sets for doing noth- 
ing. But next spring there will bea Mayor- 
alty election. If the voters want a change 
they can have a change then. If they are 
tired of administrative methods which are 
costly and ineffective, and which permit the 
city to be plundered continually, they can 
say so at the polls. Nothing is easier than 
to elect men who &o not believe that paying 
one bad inspector to watch another bad 
inspector is a reform measure. 


~ KLELY IS DEAD. 

Keely. of perpetual motion fame is per- 
petually dead, and the machine which 
was to annihilate gravity and drive the 
revolving globe and exert physical force 
beyond all computation and run forever, de- 
fying the wear and tear even of fric- 
tion, is still awaiting completion and will 
probably always remain in that unfinished 
condition, a fragmentary monument to the 
patience and impotent convictions of the 
inventor. It was nearly a quarter of a 
century ago that the Keely motor began 
to occupy the public attention, The bold- 
ness and novelty of the idea were attrac- 
tive to people. The mystery behind the 
windowless brick walls, where the in- 
ventor worked and whence came _ his 
periodical oracular utterances, added still 
more attraction, for there is nothing which 
excites the popular imagination more thau 
the occult, whether in mind or matter, 
Ixeely was always on the eve of dem- 
onstrating that he had secured perpetual 
motion, and though year after year 
passed by without a solution of the prob- 
lem there was no lack of money to aid 
the inventor. Individuals contributed gen- 
erously. Capitalists organized companies 


and sold stock. Promoters boomed the 
perpetual motion machine, though the 
only perpetual idea about the busi- 


ness seemed to be the perpetual style of | 
conducting it. Then along came the per- 
petual enemy of mankind and mowed Keely 
down with his fatal scythe. And that is 
probably the last we shall ever hear of 
Keely and his machine. He and his mys- 
terious force have passed away. 

There is no doubt Keely was honest in 
his belief he would eventually solve the 
problem upon which he was engaged so 
long. There was a certain sort of pathos 
in his patience and persistence. If the 
labor and energy he spent upon his work 
for nearly twenty-five years had been ap- 
plied to anything which was practical he 
might have accomplished wonders and left 
something behind him which would have 
been of inestimable service to the human 
race. If he has reached that bourne 
whence no traveler returns, and if in that 
bourne its inhabitants continue in. their 
former pursuits; it may well be. imagined 
that Keely is still at work seeking to as- 
tonish the celestial intelligences with 


not advanced a peg in this matter since 
the days when men sought for the philoso- 
pher’s stone and explored for the fountain 
of perpetual youth. And yet, perhaps, it 
is this love of the mysterious which keeps 
the world young and makes life endurable, 
for it would be a monotonous and dreary old 
world if everything should be reduced to 
hard, palpable facts, and if life should 
be dominated by the Gradgrinds. We shall 
miss the cheerful note of Keely coming 
from behind the windowless brick walls, an- 
nouncing that in a few days more the 
machine will work and motion will go on 
perpetually, 


A GOOD CITIZEN. 
The next time any one in Chicago enters 
an elevator, whether in hotel or other tall 
building, he may not inappfopriately take 
off his hat to the memory of the man who, 
if he did not invent the hydraulic elevator, 
was among the first to see the need of it, 
and who beldly took the initiative in bring- 
ing it into use, thereby doing not a little to 
revolutionize city architecfure and modify 
the modes of business and life of the peo- 
ple. The historian of the last two decades 
of the nineteenth century will be pretty 
certain to take account of the introduction 
and development of the elevator as one of 
the new economie and social factors The 
inventor of the vertical cylinder is said to 
have been Cyrus W. Baldwin, and the first 
user of the passenger. elevator is reputed 
to have been “ the laziest man of his day ”;

TO BUY A CAROLINE ISLAND. 
It is gratifying to learn. through the 
Washington dispatches that the adminis- 


| tration has decided upon the acquisition of 


one of the Caroline Islands as a part of the 
work of the Paris Peace commission. It is 
surprising that the government did not see 
to the seizing of one or more of these islands 
at the time when Guam was captured. It 
might easily have been done, and the ne- 
cessity for such possession was apparent 
from the beginning. Howeyer, the United 
States will now have to acquire by pur- 
chase what it failed to take as a conquest. 
The money will help to salve the wounds 
to Spanish pride caused by the loss of the 
Philippines. 

A glance at the map will demonstrate to 
any one the need for a stopping place in 
the Caroline group for eur warships and 
merchant vessels on their way to Manila. 
Besides, it is indispensable for the success 
of a cable line from San Francisco to the 
Philippines, and a cable of this kind will 
be an immediate necessity. The stretch be- 
tween Honolulu and Guam, in the Ladrone 
group, is so great as to make an_inter- 
mediate station imperative. The commer- 
cial usefulness of a coaling and supply sta- 
tion in the Carolines is apparent, especially 
if we cut through the isthmus and con- 
struct the Nicaragua Canal. In that case 
the merchants and vessel-owners of the At- 
lantic seaboard would find such a station 
convenient in their trade with China, Japan, 
Australia, and the Philippines 

There is no reason why the United States 
should not finish up this matter at the same 
time with the rest of the Spanish business, 
and pay Spain a reasonable price for one of 
the Caroline Islands. It will be an act of 
foresight entirely in conformity with the 
policy of expansion upon which the nation 


has entered.

DEMANDS FOR STATE INSTITUTIONS. 

As a result of the meetings of trustees 
and superintendents of the various State 
charitable institutions, which have been in 
session in this city during the last week, 
it is intimated that a demand will be made 
upon the Legislature at its approaching 
session for special appropriations aggregat- 
ing $1,223,738. This isin addition to the 
$2,806,000 already announced as necessary, 


lic Charities, to meet the ordinary and con- 
tingent expenses of the same institutions 
for the next two years. 

What emergency calls for an addition of 
nearly 50 per cent to the ordinary expendi- 
tures of these institutions has not yet been 
explained to the general public. Doubtless 
it is based on demands for new buildingsor 
additions to old ones, new furniture and 
machinery, and other forms of “ better- 
ments’? which the managers are almost in- 
variably ready to suggest as especially de- 
sirable if not indispensably necessary. 
> The State of Illinois has treated 
eleemosynary institutions with marked lib- 
erality, having in the course of the last half 
century expended upon them not far from 
thirty millions of dollars, of which 20 to 25 
per cent has gone into real estate or per- 
manent structures. The total value of 
property in 1893 exceeded six and a quarter 
million doilars. During the last ten years 
the biennial appropriations for ordinary ex- 
penses have ranged from one and a half to 
two and three-quarters millions, and for 
the years 1899 and 1900 are likely to ap- 
proximate closely to three millions. In the 
meantime the valuation of State property 
for purposes of taxation has rather dimin- 
ished than increased, as shown by the re- 
turns made to the Board of Equalization for 
the present year. , | 

In-view of the fact that most if not all 
our ‘tate institutions have already been 
provided with permanent buildings of am- 
ple capacity for their present needs, it is 
impossible to find any satisfactory excuse 
for the large additional expenditures fore- 
shadoWed by the demands of the trustees 
and superintendents. There has been no 
feature of the Altgeld administration that 
has been more severeiy criticised—and taken 
in conjunction with the peculation of public 
funds more justly so—than the recklessness 
displayed in the management of the finan- 
cial affairs of some of these institutions. 
Altgeld denounced his predecessor’s policy 
in most abusive terms, then “saw him” 
and * went one better.” Is the same waste- 


administration to be imitated by the pres- 
ent one? Why canriot the managers get 


along with the same sums which answered 


their purposes during the last two years? 
Why should they be always promising 
economy before elections and then devising 
means to absorb the people’s taxes after 
them? 2

How to Tell the Speed of Your Bike. 


Here is a new way to determine how fast 
you are going on your bicycle, suggested a 
writer in the Scientific American: 

Multiply the gear by 10 and divide by 56. 
Call the result secorfds. The number of com- 
plete revolutions made by either pedal in 
that number of seconds shows the rate of 
miles per hour. Example: If your gear is 
84, then 84 multiplied by 10, divided by 56, 
equals 15; and if either pedal makes 20 revo- 
lutions in 15 seconds you are riding at the 
rate of 20 miles to the hour. If the gear is 
67.2, then 67.2 multiplied by 10, divided by 
56, equals 12, and 20 revolutions made in 12 


seconds equais 20 miles to the hour.—New

ING AND SALES MARKETS. 


Dealers Look for Little Activity Until 
After Jan. 1—Better Inquiry Is Re- 
ported for All Classes of Property— 

» Real Estate Transactions in Other 
' Large Cities as Compared with Lo- 

cal Operations—Down-Town Leases 
—Saturday’s Transfers. 


An ante-holiday dullness has come over 
the real estate market, and dealers do not 
look for much dctivity in this line until 
after the first of the year. Business has 
been quiet for the reason that buyers and 
Sellers are slow about coming to terms, 
but all agents report more inquiry for prop- 
érty, which is an indication that capital is 
again turning toward realty as an inveat- 
ment. 

.A number of deals of importance are 
under way, and with a good prospect of 
reaching consummation in the near future. 
All the negotiations, however, are not con- 
fined by any means to large transactions. 


There is a movement as well in smaller | 


properties, where people buy to meet a want. 
-Building enterprises are more numerous 
than for some weeks past, although opera- 
tions of this class are confined largely to 
_ {nexpensive structures. 
-Improvements in construction are re elv- 
ing much attentton from architects. A Ger- 
man system of constructing floors at low 
cost is being talked over. In this method 
‘thfe floor is framed with light iron beams 
get about three feet apart, and either be- 
tween or upon these beams is laid a course 
of hollow bricks or tiles about ten inches 
Jong, five inclies wide, and four inches thick, 
formed with d tongue on ome edge and a 
groove on the other. As soon as the beams 
are in place these tiles are laid over or be- 
tween them, giving a Smooth floor, upon 
which the men can stand to continue the 
work. The tiling is strong, as has been 
proved by many tests, and is nearly water- 
proof. The blocks weigh about four pounds 
each, or less than twelve pounds per square 
foot of floor; no centering of any kind Its 
meeded for laying them, and little cutting 
required, so that the work is cheaply and 
quickly done, the total cost being little more 
than that of a roofgr floor of timber, while 
the block construction is more durable, is 
fireproof, and is free from shrinkage, twist-

DAY IN EUROPEAN MONEY MARKETS. 


Stocks Depressed at London, Follow- 
ing Rise in German Bank Rate. 


LONDON, Nov. 19.—The stock markets here 
were stagnant today, speculative stocks, notably 
Americans, being depressed by selling from Ber- 
lin, following the rise in the discount rates of the 
Bank of Germany. The last time the German 
bank rate was 6 per cent was in 1882, the time 
of the financial crisis in Paris. The present rise 
is due to the desire to attract large amounts of 
gold quickly. As previously told in these dis- 
patches, German bills to mature in the next fort- 
night are exceptionally heavy. Some failures 
are looked: for, but nothing really serious or 
far-reaching is expected, the position being that 
Germans have engaged in no mad ape eg but 
ir active, sound enterprise in all parts of the 
world, only requiring more cash to finance it than 
they possess.

ruler of Egypt dating from the time when he 
was a lad barely 3 or 4 years of age, J have 
naturally been led to devote a closer degree 
of attention to the land of the Sphinx than 
most people; and on the strength of this ex- 

rience, obtained partly on the banks of 
the Nile and partly in Europe, F would 
venture to respond in these columns to an 
inquiry which has been frequently made 
during the last fortnight or three weeks— 
namely: as to what really is meant by the 
so-called “ Egyptian question.”’ | 

That it is a question .of considerable im- 

rtance is apparent from the circumstance 
that it has brought two great nations such 
as England and France to the brink of war. 
It is a question that for sixteen years has 
constituted the chief obstacle to any friend- 
jy understanding of a permanent character 
between England and France, these allies 
in the Crimean war who are bound together 
by 80 many ties of trade and of industry. 
The Egyptian question has likewise been 
throughout that time the issue which one 
er the other of the continental powers has 
been im the habit of bringing to the fore 
whenever there was any wish to embarrass 
or to annoy England. Heaven only knows 
how many official dispatches have been writ- 
ten om the subject of the Egyptian question. 
During the first three years that followed the 
hombardment of Alexandria there were pre- 
sented to Parliament at Westminster no 
fewer than ninety-eight fat blue books full 
of dispatches relating exclusively to the mat- 
ter, and these, it must be remembered, did 
net include the confidentia) correspondence 
of the Foreign office, and, of course, did mot 
take into account the communications whith 
had passed between the various contjnental 
governments om the same subject. 


One Effect of Suez Canal. 


The Egyptian question as it now exists 
may be said to have had its origin in the 
Suez Canal. Nearly twoscore years ago 
Lord Palmerston, when in control of the 
foreign relations of Great Britain, predicted 
that.if a practicable waterway were ever 
created between the Gulf of Pelusium, on 
the Mediterranean, and the Red Sea, Eng- 
land would be compelled sooner or later to 
annex Egypt, and as Lord Palmerston con- 
sidered it undesirable that England should 
annex territory in that part of the world 
he strenuously opposed M. de  Lesseps’ 
scheme. Judging from the remarks made 
by Lord Salisbury at the Lord Mayor’s in- 
augural banquet the other day, the English 
government remains just as averse as ever 
to actual annexation. But she is determined 
to prevent any other power from appropriat- 
ing Egypt or any part thereof, and sooner 
than allow this she will, so Lord Salisbury 
admitted, proclaim a British protectorate 
over the Land of the Nile. ; 

Broadly speaking, the Egyptian quest on 
is constituted by the rival claims of Engiand | 


and France for predominant influence at 
Cairo and.Alexandria. If the other eryat 
it js 


powers take part in the controversy 
mainly with the object of helping or harass- 
ing cither France or England. Thus there 
is no doubt that Russia’s’ participation in 
the controversy is chiefly due to her desire 
to testify her good will'to France in a man- 
ner. that does not entail upon the Czar’s 
government anything further , than . mere 
diplomatic intrigue, while it has always been 
the policy of Germany to keep the Egyptian 
question Open and to do all that was possibis 
to render the French sore against Great Brit- 
ain about the matter, in orderto prevent any 
understanding between France and Eng- 
land that might be detrimental to the inter- 
esis of Germany. If the latter maintains 
s0 chormous an army and is compelled to 
spend such vast sums in naval and military 
defenses, an expenditure that interferes with 
the economic development and prosperity of 
the empire, it is chiefly, and one might say 
almost solely, on account of the avowed re- 
polve of the French nation to avail itself of 
the first favorable opportunity to strike 
against Germany for the recovery of the 
lost provinces of Alsace and Lorraine. Ger- 
man statesmen, from Bismarck down to tre 
present Kaiser, realize the advantage which 
would accrue to Germany through a war 
between France and England. For, even if 
the former were to prove victorious, which 
Frenchmen now admit in print is improba- 
ble, she would be so exhausted and weak- 
ened by her struggle with Great Britain that 
it would take years and years before she 
would have recovered her strength suffi- 
clently to embark upon a war of revenge 
against Germany. 


Rights of France and England. 

There seems to be a genera! impression 
that France has no rightsin Egypt; that she 
has no locus standi there, and that her con- 
troversy with England upon the subject is 
dictated solely by spite; and by that which 
is 80 graphically described in this country 
as “ cussedness.’’ This is a mistake, as any 
one not blinded by prejudice and whe knows 
anything about Egypt will readily admit. 
France's interests in Egypt were, up to the 
time of the hombardment of Alexandria, in 
many respects superior even to those of 
England. Leaving out of the question Na- 
Poleon’s invasion of Egypt, it was France 
Supported the latter in her struggle

of learning were engaged In doing their best 
to endow Egypt with the fruits of Western 
culture; and, although their efforts may 
not in every case have been crowned with 
immediate success, much good seed was 
sown which has sincé come to ripeness. 
Frenchmen, in one word, were the pioneers 
of European influence and of Western civ- 
ilization In the Land of the Nile, and to 
such an extent is the latter impregnated 
with Gallic ideas that the French language 
‘shares with the Arabic the distinction cf 
being the official tongué, and Englishmen itn 
Egyptian service have actually to carry on 
their official correspondence with one an- 
other in French. Finally, it is to France 
that the nineteenth century owes the dis- 
covery of the means of the unraveling of 
the mysteries of the times of the Pharaohs. 
It is to French enterprise and to French 
capital that the world is indebted for the 
Suez Canal, constructed in the face of the 
strongest kind of English opposition, while 
last, but not least, well-nigh the whole of 
the national debt of Egypt, aeggregating 
some $500,000,000, is held by~- French in- 
vestors., 

From that it will be seen that France 
has certainly preferred rights in Egypt, 
which until 1882 were to such an extent rec- 
ognized by the English that the latter read- 
ily agreed to work in conjunction with 
France at Cairo, the two powers being on 
an equal footing in every particular. 


Beginning of Foreign Interference. 

Up to the time of the construction of the 
Suez Canal there had been no attempt on 
the part of any of the European powers to 
interfere with the internal administration of 
Kgypt, a country which so recently as forty 
years ago was entirely free from any na- 
tional debt. Increased intercourse with 
Kurope brought about by the construction of 
the great waterway between the Red Sea 
and the Mediterranean led Khedive Said, and 
after him his nephew Ismail, to begin an era 
of such insane extravagance that in the 
short space of sixteen years a debt of more 
than $60,000,000 had been piled up, andthe 
Kgyptian government had been brought face 
to face with bankruptcy. Asthe money had 
been entirely borrowed in Europe, and as, 
moreover, the governments of the countries 


which Egypt's creditors belonged were 


convinced that the interest upon the debt 
could be paid if only there was anything in 
the nature of an honest and capable adminis- 
tration, Khedive Ismail was induced under 
threats of deposition to submit to the nom- 
ination of.an English Minister of Finance 
and a French Minister of Public Works in 
his native Cabinet, it being understood that 
their directions were to be obeyed. 

This arrangement, after a three months’ 
trial, was brought to a close by a riot, in 
which the Egyptian Premier and his English 
colleague were grossly maltreated. Investi- 
gation proved that it was the Khedive him- 
self who had instigated the riot, with a 
view of putting an end to this form of for- 
eign interference, which he objected to on 
the ground that it constituted an obstacle 
to his looting the state treasury, as he had 
been in the habit of doing untilthen. For of 
the $600,000,000 borrowed from Europe not 
more than $200,000,000 had ever found its 
way into the national treasury, the balance 
having remained in the pockets of the 
Khedive and of his parasites, foreign as well 
as European. 

Finding that Ismail was about to follow 
this by a total repudiation of the debt with 
the object of winning the good will of his 
subjects, staggering under the burden of ex- 
cessive taxation, England and France to- 
gether secured without difficulty from the 
Sultan a firman deposing him from the 
‘throne and instituting his son Tewflik as 
Khedive in his place. At the same time 2 
French government official, M. de Bii- 
gniéres, and Sir Auckland Colvin of the 
Indian civil service were nominated by their 
respective governments as European Con- 
trollers General of Egypt, with powers su- 
’ perior to those of the native Cabinet, the un- 
derstanding being that their directions were 
to be followed, that they possessed the right 
of veto, and that they werein every sense of 
the word the European mentors of the 
Khedive. This was known as the “ con- 
dominium.,”’ 

Germs of the Insurrection. 

Unfortunately, this power of the two Con- 
trollers General was purely theoretical in 
this sense, that neither France nor England 
was prepared to back up the commands of 
Sir Auckland and of M. de Bligniéres by. 
force. The nati'e officials knew this, and, 
resenting the interference of strangers in 
the intérnal administration of the country, 
by degrees stirred up popular discontent, 
not only against the two Controllers, but 


Egyptians who were in favor of the new 
order of things. This movement gradually 
took the form of an anti-foreign and anti- 
Christian agitation. It was easy to per- 
suade the overtaxed peasantry and farmers 
that if imposts weighed so heavily upon 
their shoulders it was because of the neces- 
sity of paying exorbitant interest to the Eu- 
ropean creditors of the nation... And then, 
too, most of the local usurers being Italian, 
Greck, or Syrian Christians, the people felt 
convinced that if only the Christians could 
be driven out of the country by means’ofa 
Mohammedan revival they would be rid, not 
only of their national debt, but likewise of 
their individual liabilities to, the money- 
lenaers. That was the true cause and 
origin of the so-called Arabi insurrection 
of 1882, which culminated in the occupation 
of the land of the "Ntle by Great Britain 
and in the withdrawal of the French. 

As soon as ever the insurrection had actu- 
ally broken aut, the Controllers General hav- 
ing previously resigned, owing to their ina- 
bility to enforce any of their recommenda- 
tions and their consequent uselessness, a 
conference of the great powers was at once 
summoned at Constantinople in order to 
devise means of restoring order in the Delta. 
It was realized that Egypt, so recently 
dragged from the brink of national bank- 
ruptcy, was now threatened, not merely 
with financial ruin, but with a return to 
blank barbarism. Disorder reigned su- 
preme. European property was-being de- 
stroyed on every side, large numbers of 
Europeans were being massacred, and there 
was every symptom that not only. would 


but the route of Europe to the Orient ob- 
structed. Face to face with this peril, Great 
Britain called upon the European concert 
to intervene for the purpose of restoring 
order. One after the other the great powers 
declined, and even France, which was ap- 
pealed to by England to associate herself 
with the latter in dispatching troops and 
warships to Egypt, refused at the last mo- 
ment to comply. 


Brunt on English Shoulders. 
- It was M. de Freycinet, then Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, and now at the head of the 
War department, who was responsible for 
this refusal to participate with England in 
the suppression of the insurrection, and I can 
never forget how bitterly Gambetta was 
wont, at those memorable breakfast par- 
ties which he used to give in

the banks of the Nile. The:fact was that 
owing to the Tunis and Tonquin scandals 
the French people had become sickened 
of colonial enterprises, which they asserted 
were instigated by Prinecé Bismarck with the 
object of diverting France from her purpose 
of recovering Alsace and Lorraine, and M. 
de Freycinet, in doubt as to how far an 
Egyptian campaign might take in ‘France, 
was afraid to embark his government In any- 
thing of the kind. The consequence was 
thet the taek of suppressing the insurrec- 
tion was by common consent left to England 
and to Turkey, the latter as the suzerain 
power. But, as usual, the Turks were slow, 
probably because the Sultan as Caliph felt 
a hesitation about siding with the Christians 
against a war which hed taken the form of 
a Mohammedan revival, and the avowed ob- 
ject of which was to drive the Christians 
out of a Moslem country And so it hap- 
pened that England was practically left 
by the concert of Europe—one might almost 
say delegated—to suppress the ineurrection,. 
which was accomplished by means of the 
bombardment of Alexandria, the battle of 
Tel-el-Kebir, and the capture of Cairo. 


Trying Times for Egypt. 

Having thus fulfilled this not difficult task 
in behalf of Europe, England found itself in 
absolute possession of Egypt. The de facto 
insurrectionary government had _ been 
smashed and the de jure Khedivial govern- 
ment was but a phantom. There was no 
Egyptian army and no Egyptian administra- 
tion. In fact, there Was no little resemblance 
to the present condition of Cuba and the 
Philippines. Most European nations under 
these circumstances would simply have an- 
nexed Egypt. Mr. Gladstone, however, who 
was Premier at the time, declined to do any- 
thing of the kind, entertaining the same ob- 
jections as Lord Palmerston to the Iincor- 
poration of Egypt in the British Empire. 
Indeed, a petition signed in 1883 by thou- 
sands of the foreign inhabitants of the 
delta, representing all the European wealth 
and enterprise of the country, and including 
even Frenchmen, as well as the American 
Missionary society at Cairo, the most widely 
spread and beneficent of all such agencies 
on the banks of the Nile, asking England to 
proclaim a protectorate, was declined, Mr. 
Gladstone declaring that as soon as the Brit- 
ish government had established a capable 
and strong Egyptian administration power- 
ful enough to stand by itself, and offering 
guarantees of financial honesty and stability, 
it would leave the country. : 

This proved a far more arduous task than 
contemplated. Natives are all very well in 
subordinate positions. But they are useless 
in responsible posts. Something in their re- 
ligion and temperament contributes to stul- 
tify all ideas of proper organization, of 
method, and of administrative order in their 
minds. Besides this the dervish insurrec- 
tion broke out in the Soudan, and it ts only 
this year that after numerous campaigns, 
costing an immense amount of British life 
and treasure, the dervish power has been 
smashed, the rich Soudan provinces restored 
to the Khediviate, and Egypt delivered from 
a terrible danger, which has been a con- 
ray menace ever since the early part of 


France Regrets When Too Late. 

Of course France by degrees came to re- 
gret cruelly that she had left England toac- 
complish alone the task of suppressing the 
Arabi insurrection of 1882, and of restoring 
order; and by dint of negotiation with the 
various great powers and of clever diplo- 
matic intrigue at Constantinople she finally 
brought the matter so far that in 1887 Lord 
Salisbury actually signed an Anglo-Turkish 
convention agrecing to terminate the British 
occupation of Egypt at the end of three 
years, unless the appearance of external or 
internal danger should make necessary a 
postponement of the evacuation, in which 
case the latter was to take place as soon as 
the danger had disappeared. Great Britain 
moreover was to retain the right to reoccupy 
Egypt in the case of external or internal 
danger. This convention, which, at the same 
time, provided for the neutralization of 
Egypt subject to the British rights of occu- 
pation in the cases above mentioned, was on 
the point of being signed and ratified by the 
Sublime Porte, when at the last moment 
France put forth every effort to upset the 
agreement on the ground that it conceded 
to Great Britain rights of intervention in 
Egypt euperior to those either of herself or 
of any other powers. Thanks to this short- 
sighted action on the part of France, the 


. convention remained unsigned, and the Eng- 


lish are still in Egypt continuing thetr work 
of the regeneration of the country with so 
much success that the taxation has been 
diminished by 30 per cent,’the national! debt 
decreased by 850,000,000, forced labor abol- 
ished, justice in a civilized sense established, 
and the area of fertile land enormously aug- 
mented. 
Judging from the tenor of Lord Salisbury’s 
speech at the Lord Mayor's banquet the 
other day, the smashing of the Mahdi and 
the recent untenable pretensions on the part 
of France to the former Bahr-el-Ghazal 
province of Egypt, pretensions based on 
Marchand's exploring expedition, and pos- 
fibly on the strength of a Turkish firman 
giving France a lease of this theoretical por- 
tion of Turkish territory, England is no 
longer willing to consent to the neutraliza- 
tion of Egypt on the basis of the stillborn 
convention of 1867.

A grain ele- 
vator was alongside it before midnight last 
night pumping bushels of wheat into it, 
while the longshoremen stowed away in 
the forward hold bags and bags of ‘the 
cereal. It will be ready to sail before mid- 
night, and its charterers will win $10,000.—

Teach, otherwise 
known as Blackbeard, tooK an original 
method of impressing his men with a respect 
for his satanic abilities and command. 

“Come,” he said to his drunken com- 
panions, ‘“‘let us make a hell of our own 
and see who-can longest bear it.”’ 

They went into the hold of the vessel, 
closed the hatches, and set fire to a pot of 
sulphur. 

Then they drank and cursed and defied 
the powers above and below until the fumes 
of sulphur began to strangle them. One 
after another cried for air and begged to be 
let out, until the chief was left alone. 

The contest between Satan and the pirate, 
continued so long that the friends of the 
Captain became alarmed. They raised the 
hatches, and he came forth smiling, as one 
on whom the fuel of the inferno could have 
no effect.

The old man bad 
sailed into the Cape Fear River with his 
piratical crew, and Captain Rhett followed 
him. But the pursuers, being poor sailors, 
went aground in the mouth of the river and 
could not get off. The so-called Captain 
‘Thomas came down the river to attack 
Rhett and likewise went aground within 
pistol-shot of him. 

As the tide went out the ships all careened 
in the same direction, so that the decks of 
the pirate ship were away from the purfu- 
ers, and the unfortunate Captain Rhett 
found his vessels every minute more ex- 


posed to the fire of the pirates. For five 


hours they fought, with little loss to either 
side. When the tide began to come init was 
readily seen that the first ship to float would 
be the victor. 


Captain Rhett’s vessels, being nearer the 
center of the river, sailed out, and the pirate 
crew forced their Captain to surrender.

But, since the city had just pald 
nearly $7,000,000 to De Pontis as ransom, 
it could not easily raise a million more, 
and was therefore given up to pillage by 
the impatient pirates. On their way out of 
the harbor they ran afoul a fleet of Dutch 
and English ships. The small vessels with 
all on board were sunk, but the largest one, 
carrying the booty, escaped to San Do- 
mingo. 

Tt was an age of duplicity and betrayal 
from Kings to Buccaneers. The West Indian 
Governors themselves, who waxed fat from 
the spoils of the pirates, never lost an op- 


| portunity to cheat them of all they could 


and then blackmail them out of the rest. 


A somewhat ludicrous and yet notable 
example of this was afforded in the year 1687 
by Christopher, Duke of Albemarle, the only 
#on of General Monk, the Cromwellian com- 
mander, who restored Charles II. to the 
throne. 


In 1689 a rich plateship or Spanish 


Duke of Albemarle, having become Governor 
ef Jamaica, fitted out and manned a vessel 
with a crew of his own selection, and sent 
it on an expedition to see what could be 
got from the sunken ship. He promised the 
Buccaneers who had told him of the treasure 
and who acted as guides and divers, half of

Obedience 
was otherwise assured only in battle. Life 
on shipboard was a reign of confusion. 
Some wanted to sing while others desired to 
sieep. Quarrels over dice and cards were 
frequent, and the fittest as to alertness and 
strength usually survived. They rarely went 
to the place first chosen for attack. Fre 
quently by bad navigation they rode far out 
of their course and were compelled to at- 
tack a place never thought of before.

Knockers Full of Character. 


Mr. Alma Tadema’s knocker is forbidding 
enough in appearance and holds out but little 
promise of the beauties of that wonderful 
house where the artist resides in St. John’s 
Wood. No doubt it is, like eve ing else 
about his home, from a design by the great 
painter himself. 

The most beautiful knocker in this collec- 
tion, if not the most beautiful in London, is. 
that of the Duke of Devonshire, at 80 
Piccadilly. It represents a head of classic

contour set in a circular disk, chiseled with 
an exquisite border. Not a few among tho 
Duke’s guests have so far expressed their 
admiration of this work of art as to desire 
duplicates fot themselves, but it is not known 
if any exist, it having been done by tho 
Duke’s own command from his own designs. 


It is to be wished that the Duke would fol- | 


low up his artistic success in this particular 
by designing a wall for Devonshire House to 
replace the existing hideous structure. 

Dickens’ door knocker recalls the residence 
of the happy couple who removed to Doughty 
street from Furnival’s Inn shortly after their 
marriage. It was here that Charles Dickens 
the younger was born, and where the author 
of ‘‘ Pickwick’”’ first became on terms of 
friendship with many of the brilliant men of 
letters of his day. The knocker is held in its 
place by a fleur-de-lis of the same metal, and 
it was Sergeant Talfourd who humorously 
rallied Dickens on his supposed predilection 
for the French, who at that time werein the 
midst of preparing that series of more or less 
revolutionary movements which preceded 
the downfall of Louis Philippe and the as- 
cendency of the third Napoleon. 

But an older and more characteristic door 
knocker may be found well within a mile 
of Doughty street, still on the door of a house 
once inhabited by the great sage Dr. Samuol 
Johnson himself. Surely if any knocker is 
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CHARLES 
DICKENS’ 
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characteristic of its owner this oneis. It rep- 
resents a sturdy fist clinching a baton from 
which depends a bulky wreath of laurel fast- 
ened in the middle by a lion's head. The 
worthy doctor, as we are told by Boswell, 
carried no key, nor did he permit any member 
of his oddly selected household to possess 
one. At all times and seasons the house in 
Bolt court was inhabited, and unquestion- 
ably the burly knocker resounded in the ears 
of the inhabitants of the court often 
enough, and at unseemly hours, for the sage 
was not at all scrupulous as to what hours 
he kept, and many a time would talk ir- 
regularly on at the club until some of his 
neighbors had serious thoughts of rising. 


Suggestion to Cruikshank. 


The contemporaries of the great caricatur- 
ist, George Cruikshank, during a fruitful 
period of his life, would gaze not without 
feelings of emotion on a representation of 
the familiar knocker on his house in the 
Hampstead road. 

It was Clarkson Stanfield who, calling upon 
his friend, Cruikshank, one day, had much 
ado in making the artist’s aged servant 
aware that a visitor awaited at the portals. 
Again and again he knocked, but in vain; 
the servant’s deafness was proof against 
the onslaughts of a vigorous if not wholly 
artistic door implement. At last, losing all 
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patience, he picked up the foot scraper and 
was about to impetuously hammer away at 
the panels, when the caricaturist, hastily 
throwing up an upper window sash, recog- 
nized and appeased his indignant visitor. 

‘*You should,” remarked Stanfield, get 
@ younger servant, or a heavier knocker, or 
else build your house in Turkish fashion— 
that is, without doors.” — 


In every article which deals with the curi- 
osities of Lomion, the name of Dickens must 
figure largely. The last knocker of our 
cullection is the most remarkable one of all, 
inasmuch as. Dickens derived his ideal of 
Scrooge in ‘‘ A Christmas Carol”’ from its 
hideous lineaments. Look at the knocker 
and then read Dickens’ own description of 
the unamiable Scrooge: 


--*O! but he was a tight fisted hand at the 
grimistone, Scrooge;'a squeezing, wrench- 
ing, grasping, scraping, clutching, covetous 
old sinner! Hard and sharp as flint, from 
which no steel had ever struck out generous 
fire; secret, and self-contained, and solitary 
as an oyster. The cold within him froze 
his old features, nipped his pointed nose, 
shriveled his cheek, stiffemed hisgait. .. . 


He carried his own low temperature always 
about with him; he iced his office in the dog 


days; and didn’t thaw it one degree at 
Christmas.”

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MAKES PLANTS WED 


Wizard in Washington Who 
Forces Odd Alliances. 


HE HAS A GRETNA GREEN 


Experiments Are Conducted in the 
Interest of Science. 


_ RESULTS OF ODD MARRIAGES. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., 
Nov. 18.—The gov- 
ernment recently in- 
stituted a strange 
sort of matrimonial 
institution for 
plants. Male and fe- 
male descendants 
of various aristo- 
cratic vegetable 
families are being 
forced to marry here 
against their natural tendencies. Some of 
thé results already obtained from these 
unions are truly novel. You may have 
heard of the proposition to force such an al- 

liance between the strawberry vine and the 
milkweed, so as to obtain a plant which 
will produce together strawberries and 
cream. Though that may be a trifle unrea- 

gonable, yet it offers a suggestion as to what 

Mr. Herbert Webber, the government's |: 

matchmaker of the plants, is striving to ac- 
complish. 

The writer spent the whole of the other aft- 
@rnoon with Mr. Webber in the laboratory 
of vegetable physiology and pathology, and 
from him gathered facts which will convince 
any one that his pecullar application of mar- 
riage is not a failure. His experiments are 
not for amusement, but are purposed to ben- 
efit the Yankee farmer and those who turn 
his products into money and muscle. Ina 
spacious hothouse close by his study window 
he exhibited hundreds of vegetable brides 
and bridegrooms réposing blissfully in con- 
nubial beds of rich and fertile soil. Here 
also were many newly begotten offsprings 
studied diligently that it may be noted 
whether or not they acquire the good char- 
acteristics of both parents and eliminate the 


The orange plant appears to be the fore- 
most and favorite factor in Mr. Webber’s 
peculiar matchmaking enterprise, but not 
because its beautiful blossoms are held by 
custom to be emblematic of marital unity. 
Oranges and grape fruit, for instance, are 
being wedded in profusion to produce a 
posterity which may combine the medicinal 
virtues of the one with the sweetness and 
flavor of the other. Nuptial knots have 

- Jikewise been tied between the orange and 
her sour relative the lemon, but not so 
much with the idea of producing a sweet 
lemon offspring as to prove scientifically 
that the two can breed. 

But by far the most important results 
in this particular line are anticipated fnom 
@n alliance lately made between a Phila- 
delphia family of oranges and another from 
Fiorida. Now it is of course ‘known that 
FPilorida oranges, though sweet and fat and 

wicy fellows, are, nevertheless, delicate. 

hat they need most is heavier overcoats, 
such as will enable them to live through 
frosts in their own country as well as flour- 
ish in more Northern fields, and thus give 
Northern growers an opportunity to grow 
rich throughtheirculture. The same is true 
ofthe California and Arizona representatives 
of this same family. Few people know that 
oranges are today successfully grown for 
trade so far north as Philadelphia, yet 
this is true. But the Philadelphian is 
meither fair to look Upon nor to taste in tWe 
raw state, though he has ever about him 
@ pleasant resinous odor. He is, moreover, 
@ dwarf of about one and a half inches only 
in diameter. Yet he is palatable when pre- 
served. But, after all, what Mr. Webber 
edmires about the Philadelphia orange is 
his hardiness and ability to stay out all 
night in the cold without suffering from a 
frost the next morning, and what this 
ingenious proprietor of the government's 
vegetable Gretna Green hopes to produce 
is an issue which will combine this im- 
munity from cold with the sweetness of the 
Southern and Western tropical species. He 
prophesies for this offspring ability to flour- 
ish along the Eastern coast as far north as 
Charieston, all along the gulf coast, and on 
the Pacific in northern California. 


Increasing Percentage of Starch. 


Similar nuptial contracts are shortly to be 
Bealed between potatoes. Mr. Webber says) 
he has in mind a series of experiments by 
which he hopes to make potatoes double 
their starch contents. In Germany potatoes 
are grown especially for the starch industry. 
This industry can flourish here even more 
successfully than there. The German po- 
tatoes for this enterprise are sold according 
to the per cent of starch they contain, but 
Wwe grow and sell them regardless of this. 
He will select for the mothers and fathers 
plants which have produced the largest per- 
centages of starch. One of these will 
robably be of the distinguished potato 
mily known as magnum bonum. It 
' yields about 16 per cent of starch. Now if 
for any purpose you might wish to grow 
@ race of giants and could live long enough 
to accomplish it, you would select a tall 
man and a tall woman and marry them 
and repeat the process with their offspring 
for many generations, never allowing a 
person of short stature to enter into the 
pedigree. This is much the same process 
as is to be applied to potatoes. At first 
the offspring will follow no rule, but after 
Several generations they will be depended 
“pon to give the results wanted. The po- 
tato will give safer results than most any 
‘other plant, since parts of its own fruit 
are themselves planted instead of seed—in 
_ ordinary acceptance of the word seed— 
these parts need not be planted at a 
risk, since the fruit itself will show what 
Sts nature is. In such experiments 
have been made in Germany to yield 26 
per cent of starch, which of course fs great. 
What would you think of the proposition 
to successfully grow Yankee cotton already 
dyed for making clothes? Mr. Webber hopes 
Boon to enable the American grower to do 
this. He has gotten from Peru some seed 
of an odd sort of cotton which is normally 
Gark brown and whose plants doubtless are 
' the black sheep in the cotton family. It 
ean be woven into cheap cloth, which, as 
intimated, will not have to go to the dyer 
Defore being cut and sewed into a brown 
suit of clothes. Mr. Webber will shortly 
make a match between this swarthy 
Peruvian t and some of the hardier 
Dieondes of the United States, in order to 
produce a brunette issue which will thrive 
in our cooler climate. Likewise he is about 
te bring together some of the luxurious 
pea island cotton, grown off the coasts of 
South Carolina and Georgia, and fix its 
fate with some of our upland cotton. The 
wea island species is so fine that it is some- 
times used in adulterating silk. By this 
wnion the matchmaker of the vegetables 
hopes to obtain for culture on the mainland 
a cotton whose wool is longer and more 
silky than-the coarse upland stock, but 
which will retain its strength and firmness. 
The Peruvian Minister, who gave Uncle 
Sam the seed which is to produce our new 
normally dyed clothes, has obtained for 
him also some grains of the famous giant 
Peruvian corn. Indeed, Brazil is our great 
and good friend in this business and great 
will be the alliances to spring up in the 
Vegetable kingdom between that republic 
and ours. The Peruvian corn yields kernels 
Swice as large as those of ours and the 
@bject of the experiment is obvious. 
Pickers of American pineapples find their 
task disagreeable and often painful because

ment of his latest discoveries is one of the 
most remarkable figures in the scientific 
world of today. No one questions his abil- 
ity, his scientific attainments, his remark- 
able genius for tnvention—all these are 
admitted; and it is because of this fact 
alone that serious attention is bestowed 
upon his latest announcement. 

The proposition to transmit electrical 
energy toa great distance without the aid 
of wires or other material connections and there utilize it in the 
operation of machinery is certainly a startling innovation, yet it 
is no more improbable in the light of present scientific advance- 
ment than was the first public performance of the initial experi- 
ments in this line which attracted universal attention to Tesla’s 
work in May, 1891. Wireless telegraphy is merely a modification 


‘of this branch of theart, and the last proposition to direct and 


control vessels at a distance and discharge high explosives, etc., 
in like manner, is another application of the same principles. The 
‘employment of alternating currents of high potential and high 
frequency opens up @ Vast field, and it is in this particular branch 
that Tesla is preéminent. 

To. the ordinary mind there is something uncanny about the 
suggestion to transmit and apply electricity in the manner de- 
scribed by Tesla, but this feature alone would commend it to the 


of mechanical details. 

It should not be inferred from this, however, that Tesla would 
resort to trickery or that his demonstrations are other than as 
he represents them. He believes in producing striking effects and 
leaving a lasting impression, and those who have witnessed his ex- 
periments will agree that he succeeds admirably. Friends who 
visit his laboratory are often invited to assist at these experi- 
ments. The brilllancy of some of them bewilder the spectator, and 
this is sufficient compensation for the inventor, although much 
‘labor and many disappointments may have been experienced in 
developing the theory involved. ; 


Not a Seeker After Notoriety in Its Common Sense. 

And yet Tesla cannot be charged with seeking notoriety. He 
has already won lasting fame by his scientific and industrial 
achievements. He has little care for public praise, and even 
shrinks from demonstrations of this kind. He is devoted to his 
work, and he derives genuine pleasure from the knowledge that his 
discoveries and inventions awaken an interest among his colabor- 
ers and are recognized as valuable contributions to the progress 
of the art. He is proud of his standing in the scientific world and 
jealously guards against anything that might tend to lower him 
in the opinion of the recognized leaders of scientific thought. 
These personal traits can be more fully appreciated when consid- 
ered in connection with the experiences of his early years. 

Tesla came to America a poor, struggling inventor. He was 
splendidly fitted for the work upon which he was about to engage; 
he had had a thorough training under the best masters in Europe; 
he had been a close student all his life, and, from the time when 
he determined to engage in electrical pursuits, he had kept in close 
touch with the progress of the art in this country. The interest 
which Re has since displayed in particular branches and applica- 
tions can readily be accounted for by those familiar with his early 
history. For instance, the subject of telegraphy occupied a large 
share of his attention from the time he was engaged as assistant 
engineer in the government telegraph bureau in Austria. His sal- 
ary was small, but he was more than paid by the practical 
experience he gained in that position, the first, by the way, that 
it was his fortune to have. The necessities of the service and the 
desirability of discarding wires impressed Tesla at once and may 
be said to mark the starting point in his series of experiments and 


of facilities for experimental work and the demands of nature 
compelled him to check his enthusiasm and provide for necessities. 
His search for advancement brought him to Paris in 1881, but 
he was unable to put his theories to a commercial test there at that 
time; indeed, it was not until his arrival in this country that he 
found the encouragement and financial backing he had so long 
desired. Paris gave little attention to his arrival and departure, 
and less to his sojourn, and ft was not until he had exploited his 
inventions in this country and convinced the world of his pro- 
found learning and inventive genius that France, England, or 
Austria noticed him publicly. His return to the old world wae in 
the nature of an ovation. He delivered lectures and conducted ex- 
periments before the leading scientific bodies of Europe, and was 
everywhere the recipient of royal favors, but he preferred to return 
to this country, where his genius had first been recognized and 
encouraged, and he has ever since been a loyal American. 


Diversion of Talents Once Intended for the Ministry. 


Tesla’s parents intended him for the ministry and his early 
education was calculated to prepare him for that calling. This 
may explain in part, at least, the intensity of his nature, for the 
training of the clergy of the Greek Church, of which his father was 
an eloquent member, had a tendency to develop this characteristic. 
It was not until he had almost finished his education that.Tesla 
persuaded his father that he had no vocation for clerical life and 
secured his permission to follow his own inclination and devote his 
attention to and physics. 

It must not assumed that up to this time 
neglected these important branches. He had 
fondness for them and had also shown an inclination for experi-

He saw things that others overlooked, 
This perceptive faculty was sharpened by his early experience. 

He had been a poor boy, a train boy on the Grand Trunk rail- 
way at 12 years of age, a telegraph operator at 15, and a suc- 
cessful inventor at 17. It seems rather singular that a mere child 
should have detected the weak spot in the telegraph system as 
practiced in those days, and, without special training or experi- 
ence, overcome what had proved a great stumbling block to the 
development and extension of the system. 


Automatic Repeater Edison’s First Great Invention. 


This was Edison's first great work-—the invention 
of a perfect automatic repeater—and its successful 
operation at once attracted attention to his genius. It 
stimulated, too, his ‘‘ propensity to experimentalize,”’ as he ex- 
presses it, and thereafter he gave much thought to the problem of 


. @uplex transmission and other subjects connected with practical 


telegraphy, the solution of which at a later day won distinction 
and wealth for the young inventor. At that time, however, he 
received little material assistance or encouragement. It was not 
until 1868, when Edison was.2l1 years of age and had been en- 
gaged in electrical experimental. work five years, that he suc- 
ceeded in gaining the support and encouragement that were es- 
sential to the prosecution of his numerous enterprises. From 
that time his way was comparatively clear. He had faculties for 
demonstration and researchthat enabled him to complete and pre- 
gent to the world inventions that had long been evolved in his 
brain but had not been reduced to practice because of lack of 
means to develop them. | 

At that time the telegraph was the only commercial application 


- of electricity on a large scale, and for several years Mr. Edison's 


efforts toward improving this service occupied most of his time 
His brilliant and successful work in connection with the duplex 
and quadruplex and automatic features of modern telegraphy is 
regarded by many as the greatest achievements of his life. His 
principal contribution to telephony, the carbon transmitter, prob- 
ably was the most important development in that field, as it made 
the telephone a commercial instrument and enlarged the possi- 


- bilities of its application. Scarcely less interesting were his in- 


ventions in connection with the phonograph, although that in- 
strument has not had the recognition in the commercial world 
that other inventions have gained. It would be difficult to enumer- 
ate@he subjects that have claimed the attention of Mr. Edison, or 
even the principal improvements he has effected. His hand is 
discovered in every department of applied electricity, telegraphy, 
telephony, electro-meta)lurgy, lighting, and power transmission. 
He is unquestionably the most prolific inventor of this age of in- 
vention and probably has done more toward promoting human 
happiness and relieving the distress and misery of those formerly 
doomed to drudgery than any other single individual. His in- 
ventions, upon which patents have been issued by the govern- 
ment, number about 800. This is far in excess of the record of any 
other inventor in thie country or abroad. Patent Commissioner 
Seymour, in his report for the year 1895, mentions the fact that 
during the preceding twenty-five years Mr.‘ Edison had taken out 
711 patents. This record is all the more remarkable when it is 
considered in connection with the fact that these patents form the 
basis of industrial enterprises represent a .cash investment of 
upwards of $200,000,000. The Edison illuminating companies 
alone aggregate $120,000,000, and the Edison General Electric com- 
pany $12,000,000. In view of these facts it must be admitted that 
Mr. Edison’s chief claim to distinction rests in his ability as a 
**commercial inventor.’’ 


His Work Along Line of Light and Power Distribution. 


The particular branch of the electrical industry with which 
Mr. Hdison’s name is most closely associated in the public mind 
is incandescent electrio lighting, in the development of which he 
occupied such a conspicuous position. Mr. Samuel Insull, who was 
associated with Mr. Edison during that period, says in his lecture 
on the *“ Development of the Central Station "’ that Mr. Edison’s 
“attention tothe possibilities of what is popularly called the sub- 
division of the electric light probably was the result of a visit he

CELESTIALS’ QUEER CUSTOMS. 


ASHINGTON, D. Que 
Nov. 18.—The -Chi- 
nese Minister at 
W ashinegton has 
found a novel use 
for his bathroom, 
One should rather 
say bathrooms, in- 
asmuch as the pala- 
tial dwelling now 
occupied by the rep- 
resentative of the 
Son of Heaven in the United States has four 
of these important adjuncts to civilized ex- 
istence. They are every one of them beau- 
tifully tiled and provided with porcelain 
tubs and wash basins to match. 

But the extreme Oriental! idea of the pur- 
pose of a bathroom is different from ours, 
and so it happens that the Minister from 
China has found a better use for these con- 
veniences than mere washing. He keeps 
ducks in them. Where a supply of running 
water is available it is obvious that water 
fowl may be kept, and so why not ina bath- 
room—an Institution devised by the “ foreign 
devil’ for purposes obviously unholy and 
contrary to celestial prejudices? 

Chinamen, as everybody knows, are ex- 
tremely fond of ducks. They even eat the 
eggs of these birds, after burying them in. 
the ground for a year to “‘ripen.’’ Many 
good housewives in this country prefer to 
buy their chickens alive and to fatten them 
at home before killing them for the table; 
so why should it be deemed surprising that 
the Chinese Minister chooses to adopt a 
similar method? A bathroom, from his 
point of view, is admirably adapted for the 
purposes of a “ live-preserve,’’ and as such 
he employs it. Four bathrooms will accom- 
modate thirty-two ducks comfortably, and 

thus the dinner table of the legation on Q 
street Is kept continually supplied. , 


Ducks Well Provided For. 


Now, the management of the ducks in the 
bathrooms is remarkably complete. In the 
day time, the porcelain tubs being filled 
to the brim, they swim about as happy as 
can be. Incidentally, they are fed to fat- 
ness like any ordinary ducks, At night the 
water is withdrawn from the tubs, and they 
go to perch on sticks conveniently placed 
across those receptacles or otherwise be- 
stowed. The ingenuity of these arrange- 
ments need occasion no surprise, inasmuch 
as the Chinese were first to invent the ar- 
tificial incubation of the eggs of domestic 
fowls, and they have always been far ahead 


that has to do with poultry. Indeed, they 
were the first people to domesticate the 
chicken and the duck. 

It may be mentioned, incidentally, that 
the Chinese has been up to date quite 
the most esoteric legation in Washington. 
Though its members have always been | 
numerous, they haye held aloof from gen- 
eral society to a great extent. This was 
mainly because society did not understand 
them. Only within the last half dozen 
years have their women, hobbling on their 
deformed feet, ventured to appear in public, 
giving formal receptions, and even walking 
in the parks with their babies. The babies 
(in the care of nurses) were much admired, 
but it was observed that the men of the 
legation never walked fn company with their 
womenkind. In China the woman is an in- 
ferior being, and she is required to 
along in the rear. 

Chinese Love of Yellow. 

A few years ago the Chinese diplomats 
occupied a house much farther down-town 
in H street. They liked the quarters, but 
objected to the parlor furniture, so that the 
lady who owned the mansion was obliged |. 
to go to a lot of expense for new sofas and 
chairs. It was summer, and as the chairs

ONE MAN IS A REGIMENT. 

Peculiar Dilemma of Sergeant Clutch 
of Philadelphia and How It 
Came About.

If the mandate of 
the Secretary is to be carried out to the letter 
Sergeant Robert M. Clutch, in all his soll- 
tary and regimental dignity, will embark 
for the Pear! of the Antilles and there guard 
and fight, perhaps, for the honor of Uncle 
Sam. Sergeant Clutch is the Third Regi- 
ment. All the life and existence of this 
doughty Philadelphia organization is 
wrapped up in one man, who occupies a 
unique position in the armies of this great 
nation. 

Many imagine that a regiment consists of 
a Colonel, Captains, and columns of march- 
ing soldiers. It does usually, but in this case 
things are different. There is a Colonel, his 
name is Clutch; there is a Captain, also 
Clutch; and so on down the whole list it is 
Clutch, from the glory of the shoulder 
straps to the apron of the humble but neces- 
sary cook. History tells of men, young in 
years, who have marshaled the armies of 
nations and by their military prowess 
changed the destiny of empires,.but none of 
them, Napoleon included, ever was a regi- 
ment himself. 

This strange condition of things came 
about as follows: Last week the Colonel, 
staff, line officers, and men of the Third 
Regirhent, on furlough in Philadelphia, were 
formally mustered out of the service of the 
United States—that is, except one. This 
was Sergeant Clutch, who, at the present 
writing, is still a soldier, and a regiment, 
too. The sergeant was absent from Phila- 
delphia, and could not be mustered out with 
his command, Company A. He arrived in 
town late on Friday night, and arrange- 
ments were not made to have him leave the 
service.

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NESS IN KING OSCAR'S REALM. 


= Troubles of Years’ Standing Between Norway and Sweden Culminating in 
‘Whispers of War — Probable Outcome of a Clash 
Between the Two Kingdoms. | 


KING OSOAR, 


ern the great pow- 
ers of Europe are 
perplexed with af- 
fairs of state that 
cause many a sleep- 


less night, those in

rest uneasy. King Oscar, the beloved ruler 
of Sweden and Norway, is almost distracted 
by the present strained relations between 
the two Kingdoms of which he is sovereign. 
In spite of the kinship of language and race, 
together with their political association, 
there is a bitter feeling between the Norwe- 
gians and the Swedes. Their differences are 
go great that no one has yet suggested a 
solution that has any likelihood of adoption. 
Indeed, there are those who believe that 
civil war is a more than probable outcome of 
the situation. Some newspapers in both 
countries more or less openly advocate the 
arbitrament of arms rather than any retreat 
from the position that has been taken by 
the respective parties. 

In this situation, strained as it has been 
for years, the action of the Norwegian 
Btorthing a week ago is calculated to add 
to the complications. The Storthing, the 
Norwegian legislative body, advocated the 
passage of a resolution providing for the 
use of a purely Norwegian flag without the 
emblem of union with Sweden. This, with 
the other propositicns insisted upon by Nor- 
way, would actually terminate all relations 
between the tWo Scandinavian countries, ex- 
cept that they would have the same King. 

As a domestic legislative body the Storth- 
ing is beyond the control of the King, yet 
the resolution adopted by the Storthing must 
be adopted by three diets in succession in 
order to prevail over the King’s veto. This 
but postpones the inevitable conflict, for 
the radicals have now full power in Norway, 
and the chances favor their retention of it; 
especially with universal suffrage. 

That Norway aims ultimately at the es- 
tablishment of an independent republic, of 
which perhaps Oscar may be King as long 
as he lives, is the opinion of many Norwe- 
gians in America. This isin part ascribed to 
the influence of America. Many thousand 
Norwegians in this country are constantly 
sending letters home, and they are epistles 
of democratic doctrine. Nearly every lead- . 
ing family in Norway has some connection 
with this country—in fact there are one- 
sixth as many Norwegians in the United 
States as there are in Norway. The result 
has been to permeate the entire nation with 
the desire for a republic. 

Such suggestions fall on a fruitful soil. 
Norway is the most democratic nation in 
Europe. In this respect it is far different 
from Sweden. The Swedes are aristocrats. 


According to Norwegian-Americans, such 


as the late H. H. Boyesen, there is a far 
sturdier sense of personal worth, a far more 
assertion of equality, and a far more dem- 
ocratic feeling permeating society than, for 
instance, in the United States. Sweden, on 
the other hand, {s essentially an aristocratic 
country, with landed nobility and many 
other remnants of feudalism in her political 
and social institution$. When the two coun- 
tries are so different in character it is dif- 
ficult for them to be good yoke-fellows. 

In order to undetstand thoroughly the 
Present state of affairs and the demands 
which are made it is necessary to review the 
history of the two nations to some extent. 
The story of the vikings of Norway and the 
fear which the Norsemen inspired in the 
eighth, ninth, tenth, and eleventh centuries 
is well known. With the introduction of 
Christianity, the fierce Norsemen became 
tamed, and in 1319 Norway became subject 
to Denmark, as in 1387 Sweden practically 
Gid; although all three nations remained 
nominally on the same footing until 1450. 
Oppressed then by the Danish yoke: they 
struggled against it, and in 1511 Sweden be- 
came free, but for 300 years longer Norway 
remained virtually a Danish province.

The leader of the Norwegian Radicals is- 
Bjronstjerne Bjornsen. Better known to 
Americans as a poet. He is a great politi- 
cian. At heart he is believed to be a repub- 
lican, and he has been in constant trouble 
with the authorities, dodging jails by nar- 
row escapes many times, and in fact having 
been once imprisoned. He is fearless, with 
the courage of his convictions and open to no 
bargain. ‘‘ What he believes that he be- 
lieves ardently, irrepressibly, imperiously,”’ 
wrote H. H. Boyesen of him four years ago.

._ In an article in the Revue des Revues of 
Paris Bjornsen explained the justice of the 
Norwegian demands. fF’e says: 


The first article of the Norwegian constitution 
roclaims Norway a free and independent State; 
t gives her a consular body and Ambassadors, to 
be selected from her own citizens, and it allows 
her, moreover, to conclude treaties with foreign 
powers and receive Ambassadors from them. 

And why does Norway desire consular repre- 
sentation of her own? Because her mercantile 
of tonnage, ranks 


marine, from point of view 
second in Europe and third in the world. It is 
only surpassed by England'and America. Would 


any nation which has attained such a high degree 
of progress care to be governed by another, es- 
vecially when that other is considerabiy her in- 
erior? The Consuls of the two so-called equal 
countries ere mostly Swedes, appointed by the 
Swedish Minister of Foreign Affairs and directed 
by him. Now Sweden and Norway compete with 
each other in several exports, and no country 
which in politics is its own master in every point 
would accept even the appearance of living de- 
endent on anagher any more than a man would 
Save the same ents for himself and ‘his rival. 
And why does Norway wish the embiem of 
union to disappear from her flag? For the simple 
reason that a flag which symbolizes the union of 
more than one nation proclaims to the eyes of the 
world that those nations are all governed alike. 
Besides, Norway, with a merchant marine sev- 
eral times as important as that of Sweden, does

What, then, does Norway want? What Norway 


wants she has been working to get for wiearly 
eighty years—a defensive federation with Sweden, 
in which the King and tke royal dynasty alone 
would be common to both. Norway must either 
have her independence or there must be a _disrup- 
tion of the union. She will have her own Foreign 
Minister and nothing else. At present the Swed- 
ish Diet does not exercise, 50 to 8 ak, control 
over foreign .affairs; that is practically in the 


sp the only danger which 
threatens scandinavia is on the side o Russia; 
but Norway has never had any reason to complain 
of Russia. One thing is certain: Norway desires 
peace, and will therefore never enter into a war 
‘iliance with. any other nation.’ It is the only 
country whose National Assembly sends delegates 
at the expense of the State to the great annual 
peace conferences. The Storthing, moreover, has 
expressed itself in favor of international arbitra- 
tion; but the Foreign Minister of Sweden, on the 
other hand, rejected America's offer in the name 
of the Norwegian Norway desires 
maintain the best possible relations with Russia, 
and has already granted her a concessi 
railway between the north of the Russian 
and a Norwegian port. 

After showing how the two nations differ 
from each other in character, Sweden being 
under the yoke of an aristocracy, while 
Norway cannot even rejoice in a House 
of Lords, Bjornson concludes by promising 
complete success to Norway. In the first 
place, every proposal voted three times in 
succession by the Storthing becomes law, 
whether the King and the Swedes like it or 
no; so that this course, at any rate, is always 
open to Norway to get her own Foreign 
Minister and consular representatives. 
Hitherto Norway has always emerged from 
her national struggles victorious, and the 
present conflict will end as the others have 
done. If it is persisted in it will even con- 
tribute to the formation of a Liberal party 
in Sweden to defend her threatened liberty. 
At present, though there are many Liberals 
in Sweden, there is no Liberal party. The 
two nations, however, desire a defensive 
federation. Norway particularly desires it 
in the interests of peace. On her is incum- 
bent the sacred duty of giving the world an’ 
example of a defensive federation in which 
each nation preserves its independence—a 
model for other nations to,copy. Arbitra- 
tion and- defensive alliances will cause war 
to disappear from the earth, and. the spirit 
of vengeance will then gradually give place 
to ideas of justice and peace. 

The other side of the question is briefly 
this: Sweden has the better navy and the 
better army. Sweden assumes most of the 
burden of the financial support of the pres- 
ent diplomatic and consular service. In 
spite of this Norway has some representa- 
tionin the corps. Hence Sweden regards the 
Norwegian demands as unreasonable. 

An agreement seems to be an impossibility. | 
The last attempt made to recoricile the dif- 
ferences was in 1895, when King Oscar ap- 
pointed a commission consisting of seven 
Swedish and seven Norwegian members of 
Parliament to examine the act of union 
of 1815 and suggest amendments to obviate 
future friction. The result was a minority 
and majority report for each nation—four 
reports in allk—none of which was consid- 
ered by the King as an acceptable solution 
of any point at issue.

Sweden would probably win. The two races 
are well matched, man for man, but Sweden 
has double Norway’s population, and she 
has a real army and a real navy, while that 
of Norway is old-fashioned. Norway her- 
self realizes this, and has recently made ef- 
forts to increase her fighting strength. The 
Swedish army is well trained, and consists 
of 38,854 men, with 1,953 commissioned and 
1,781 noncommissioned officers, drilled ac- 
cording to German ideas, and with com- 
pulsory military service, that has made 
every able-bodied man in the kingdom a 
good soldier. Norway has 30,000 men, in- 
cluding the militia. They are raised mainly 
by a-conscription, and do not compare with 
Sweden’s troops in efficiency, in the opinion 
of military critics. 

The navies of the two nations are main- 
tained solely for coast defense. Here 
Sweden Is far superior to her associate. The 
Swedish navy consists of the following ves- 
sels: Armored coast defense turret ships, 
first class, 4; second class, 4; third class, 9; 
steam corvettes, 3; gunboats and dispatch 
vessels, 11; torpedo boats, 16; avisos, §; 
school ships, 12. Norway has two ironclads 
completing, 4 ironclad monitors, 1 wooden 
corvette launched in 1862, 4 unarmored gun- 
vessels, 28 small, old-fashioned gunboats, 


'and a small torpedo flotilla. The armament 


of the ships is said to be obsolete. 

The danger of any struggle in arms be- 
tween Sweden and Norway is that other 
powers would interfere. The Katser, relent- 
less foe of democracy, has given evidence 
that he would oppose Norway. He has 
shown sympathy with Sweden, and less than 
a year ago the Admiral of the German fleet, 
while a guest at Christiania, at a dinner of 
Norwegian officers madea speech which, the 
correspondent of the London Chronicle said, 
if not openly menacing, conveyed an im-> 
plied threat of German aid to Sweden. | 

On the other hand, Russia sympath'zes 
with Norway, and ‘if the Kaiser helped 
Sweden the Czar might aid the other nation. 
The result might easily be a war between 
Germany and Russia, which, perhaps, would 
lead to war in all Europe, and in the result- 
ing arbitration Sweden and Norway might 
find that they had lost their independence. 
Past experiences with peace congresses of 
the powers after European wars are not 
such as to make the Scandinavians anxious 
for anything of the kind. It is this fact 
which, more than anything else, prevents 


civil war.

PINE RIDGE’S BIG. FENCE. 


It Is to Be Nearly Seventy Miles Long 
—Its Purpose Is to Keep 
Qut Cattle 


Chamberlain, 8. D., Oct. 23.—The mam- 
moth government fence along the entire 
northern border of the Pine Ridge Indian 
reservation, which has been projected for 
several years, is finally being constructcd, 
and will be completed in a few days. The 
fence is one of the longest in the West, hav- 
ing a total length of nearly seventy miles. 
Before the construction of the fence the res- 
‘ervation and the ceded lands were divided 
only by the White River, which, when frozen 
in winter, formed no effective barrier against 
the invasion of cattle belonging to white 
stockmen. They drifted with blizzards to 
the reservation. This resulted in friction 
between some of the Indians and the eattie- 
men, Only last year nearly 1,000 head of 
cattle belonging to members of the Western 
South Dakota Stock Growers’ association 
were found on the reservation, where storms 
had driven them. They were seized by the 
Indians‘and held to enforce the payment of 
$1 a head for their care during the interval

Since then the friction between the cattle- 
men and the comparative handful of Sioux 
who were disposed to make them all the 
trouble they could reached an acute stage, 


and the construction of.the fence was finaily . 
At one time, since this 


determined. upon. 
course was decided upon by the Commisslon- 
er of Indian Affairs, it was believed seriously 
that a faction of Sioux at Pine Ridge Agency, 
led by the celebrated chief, Red Cloud, who 
was opposed to the building of the fence, 
would resort to force to prevent its construc- 
ticn, and the Washington authorities even 
went so far as to intimate that United States 
troops would be detailed to protect the con- 
tractor and his force of men. However, this 
element contented itself with holding a 
council, promulgating a protest to the Indian 
Commissioner, and selecting a representa- 
tive to go to Washington to lay their objec- 
tions before the Federal Indian Commission- 
er. Their chief objections were that the 
money to be used in the erection of the fence, 
which cost about $200 a mile, was taken from 
the funds deposited to the credit of the tribe 
in the United States Treasury at Washing- 
ton, which money was intended by Congress 
for educational purposes only, and that to 
put it to the use proposed would be a vivla- 
tion of law and their treaty rights. They 
further said that they were on good terms 
with the whites, and did not wish to ‘‘ bear 
the consequences of the revengeful gpirit of 
the band of selfish creatures within our bor- 
ders.”’ 

United States Indian Agent Clapp of the 
Pine Ridge reservation 4nd James McLaugh- 
lin, the well-known Indian inspector, were 
both severely denounced for favoring the 
erection of the fence. It was also pointed out 
that while there were nearly a million head 
of cattle on the ranges in the ceded lands 
directly tributary to the Pine Ridge reserva- 
tion, in one winter only 900 head drifted to 
the Indian lands, and that this comparative- 
ly small number did not justify the construc- 
tion of an expensive and useless fence, espe- 
cially when it was decided to charge the ex- 
penditure to the Indians’ account. 

The new fence does not closely follow the 
White River, but runs as close to it as is per- 
mitted by the dense growth of underbrush 
along that stream. On the Indian side of 
the line live many Sloux, who have in the 
aggregate a large number of cattle of their 
own. ‘These, it is expected, will be ab!e to 
procure abundant supplies of water from 
the ‘‘draws”’ running back from the river 
to the Indian side of the fence. The struct- 
ure has five wires and is durable, the posts 
being of iron and cedar, placed alternately, 
so that {f prairie fires destroy the cedar posts 
the {ron posts will still maintain the fence. 
in good condition. Gates are placed at in- 
tervals, to be used in emergencies when it is | 
necessary to get to the river. Tke gates are 
securely locked and no one will be permit- 
ted to have keys to them except a white 
government employé known as the “ boss 
farmer "’ and the Indian agent himself. The 
fence will be under the direct personal! super- 
vision of the boss farmer, who will be held. 
responsible for its condition. Subagencies 
under the charge of white employés, have 
been established at intervals of about fifteen 
miles along the entire route of the fence, and 
at these the Indians living in the neighbor- 
hooa receive their supplies of beef, bacon, 
coffee, tea, sugar, and flourat stated periods. 
It will be seen that the fence does not run 
through an uninhabited part of the reserva- 
tion, and that it.will not be a serious task 
to maintain @ watch upon it similar to that 
maintained by railroad section men for the 
purpose of keeping tracks in good repair,— 
New York Sun.

Football, as played in our American col- 
leges, is often derided by admirers of the 
Finglish and Avystralian games. They say 
that our’football is not bona fide, because 
we do not kick the ball enough. However 
far this may be true of our game, from the 
English and Australian standpoint, yet a 
careful analysis of our important contests 
of the last six years will show that proficien- 
cy in the kicking game has been the deciding 
factor at all times. Volleys of punts have 
been the feature of the play, and the trend 
of present developments is to give more and 
more prominence to all branches of kicking. 


Past and Present Kickers. 


In the good old days when Lamar, Bull, 
Moffat, and others starred it on the college 
gridiron in short canvas jackets and tights 
the accuracy and distance of the punting and 
drop kicking won game after game, and their 
feats have been handed down to the younger 
generation of footballers as models that 
the later kicker§ can hardly hope to equal. 
Then, with the padded uniforms and foot- 
ball armor, there came a period when a goal 
from the fleld was a rare accomplishment 
indeed, and the successful! kicker was a hero 
among his comrades and contemporaries. 
But In the last two years drop kicking 
seems to be coming into vogue again. Hud- 
son, the sure-footed Indian, is the most suc- 
cessful drop kicker yet developed. Hersch- 
berger, an all-round kicker of the top flight, 
comes East and teaches our experts the only 
thing that they have ever learned from the 
Westerners—namely: that the placement,”’ 
kick (the ball being passed to quarter back 
by the center tush and placed by him forthe 
kicker) cam be accomplished most success- 
fully. The “ placement” kick may in time 
come to rival the crop kick, but as between 
Hudson and, Herschberger, both experts in 
their line, I. would rather have the latter 
within kicking distance, say, thirty or forty 
yards, of my goal posts. 


Time Element. 


Experience has shown that even the most 


4 expeért adfop kickers require a few momenta 


of time in. which to steady themselves he- 
fore they Gan kick in any degree accurate- 
v and consistently. When ‘he kickc>- feels 
hat he may be nurrie4, the «ffect on him is 
the same as if he was actualiy hurried: be- 
cause, if his kick is to be successful, he muet 
concentrate his attention upon the ball and 
cannot watch the opposing rushers. For 
this reason, Butterworth and Thorne of 
Yale, although clever, were not successful. 
Aitken, an Australian kicker of note. who 
practiced with the Penn scruh, ws thé dead- 
Hest drop kicker that I have ever seen: yet 
the lack of a few moments in which to steadv 
himself, made him useless in the game as 
then pleved. 

The lack of success in drop kicking during 


j the périod between the days of Ru!l and the 


days of Hudson, the time of Rutterworth. 


| Thorne, and Aitken. can be easilv explained 


by the element of time. During the early 
davs,. the mothod of blockinze with the 
straight arm, and general leniency allowed 
by the rules, made his protection so thor- 
ough. that the kicker had all the time that 
he wanted to steadv himself an to aim his 
kick without fear of its being blocked. The 
linemen, as an old Yale guard of those days 
tells me, were ordered to “ hold to their op- 
ponents’ shoe laces. rather than let any one 
threugh.”” The ball was quite rounded 
in shane and much enster to kick accurately 
than the slim. almost pointed pieskin used 
nowadavs, which offords little surface for 
the Iinsten and toe to meet. . 

The drop kicking play almost disanneared 
from the game when the new rules prevented 
the use of the arms In biecking. and the offi- 
clals became more strict. By concerted 
movements the blockers were enabled to 
break through so quickly as te keep the. 
kicker In a continual hufry, for fear of the 
ball being blocked. In the last two vears 
the coaches, alming to give the kicker more 
time, evolved a seheme which has certainly 
succeeded in every particular. The center 
simply passes the ball directly to the kicker, 
the quarter going aside to assist in the de- 
fense. Hudson's wonderful drop kicking 
and WHerschberger’s great placement ”’ 
kicking are thus made possible, and as a mat- 
ter of fact neither of these men came con- 
spicuously to the fore until the play for 
giving them more time In which to Kick was 
invented. 

\ Methods of Punting. 

The qualities of a good punter are. first of 
all, consistency, or absence of the tendency 
to fluke the kick. Then distance, the ability 
and judgment in placing. and, lastly, the 
art of kicking a difficult ball to handle. There 
are many ways in which a ball may beand is 
punted, but there are only two correct ways 
—namely: the so-called “ straight ** and 
‘whirling’ punts...The “ straight nt 
is thus named, because flight is in a 
straight line, and in contrast with the 
‘whirling ’’ punt, which cufves. I will econ- 
sider it first, because the kick is easier to 
make and more commonly used than tho 
other. In accomplishing distance the force 
of the foot drive and the resistahce of the 
air are the two points to be considered. As 
I said before there are only two correct ways 
to kick, and any half-breed methods will 
velop a wabbling motion, causing the ball to 
*‘ fight the air,’’ thus increasing the resist- 
ance, In the straight kick the ball during 
the last twenty or thirty yards of its course 
flies gracefully; smoothly rotating, as it. 
were flat on the air. Its flight, if low, is 
swift, and can be easily directed. The 
‘‘ whirling "’ punt might be termed the finish-

Herschberger’s Kicking. 


Herschberger comes and opens the won- 
dering eyes of the coaches by the tremendous 
distance of his punts. ith no wind at his 
back or against his face, Herschberger s 
longest punt in the Pennsylvania-Chicago 
game probably outdistanced any kick made 
on or off any gridiron in the East or West. 
He is a past master of the art of kicking the 
“whirling” punt, but e®en he, in a tight 
place, made a fluke Kick which a minute 
afterwards resulted in a touchdown for 
Penn. However, his glory is undinimed, and 
he stands without a peer in distance and 
place kicking. The time gained by the cen- 
ter passing the ball directly to the full back 
made Herschberger’s great kicking possible. 
But he ‘has taken advantage of his oppor- 
tunities as has no other kicker of the year. 
The same might be said of Hudson as a 
drop kicker. But in my mind Herschberger 
does not go quite far enough in his kicking. 
The star punter of the: future should be an 
expert at both the “straight” and the 
“whirling kicks. Each kick has its ad- 
vantages, and a master of both need only 
exercise his judgment as to when he should 
use the one or the other.’ The hard, low, 
“ straight "’ gkick, which can be gotten off 
quickly and can easily placed, might be 
used to advantage when theré is only one 
man in the opposing back field, or when the 
backs may be caught unawares and close 
up to their line. It is difficult to pass two 
clever men in the back field when they are 
prepared for the kick, and a hard, low punt, 
if sent over the head of the full back, will 
roll further than the longest “ whirler.”’ 
will reach. The “straight’’ kick is the 
safer kick, and should be used in tight 
places. On the other hand, the “ whirling ”’ 
punt goes further, sails higher, and, as it is 
used when the kicker is not in a hurry, a 
pair of fast end rushers on good ground 
should be able to be on hand to tackle the 
player catching or to take quick advantage 
of any misplay. 7 
The new rules and the new plays Invented 
for the gaining of time have opened the door 
for great possibilities in the kicking game, 
and the next few years should produce such 
kickers as will add interest to the already 
fascinating sport, and whose feats should 
outshine those of all their predecessors. 
But coaches should remember that generally 
it takes years of practice to develop star 
kickers. Hudson developed his ability asa
